(From the Lancet of Novy. 3, 1883.) 

“On NITRITE of SODIUM as a TOXIC AGENT. By SYDNEY 
RINGER, M D,, F.K.C P., Professor of Medicine at University College, 
Physician to University College Hospital ; and WILLIAM MURRELL, 
M_D., F.R.C P., Lecturer on Materia Medica and Therapeutics at West- 
minster Hos spital, Physician to the North-West London Hospita! 

Having, as before mentioned, carried out their interesting ‘clinical 
h of 18 out-patients, to whom 10 grains of * 
toxic agent’’ were‘ ordered ’’ by the above celebrated Members of the 
Faculty, they then proceeded to *‘ experiment ”’ as follows on 16 poor :— 

“Sixteen patients, 12 men and 4 women, were ordered the nitrite in 
five-grain doses, and of these all the women and six of the men were un- 
able totake it. The symptoms complained of were those experienced with 
the larger dose—faintness, nervousness, and a pain in the head. Nausea 
with eructation was of frequent occurrence, and in one or two cases there 
was actual vomiting. A young woman of 24 said she felt the effects of the 
medicine in about 10 minutes, and had to liedown. She felt sick and 
then vomited, the vemiting lasting off and on for two hours. She had to 
keep her bed the whole day, and was so weak and ill that she thought she 
was dying. Another woman said the medicine upset her s0 much that 
she went off in hysterics, and could not hold a limb still. She lost all the 
colour from her face, becoming deadly pale. Ske had a terrible headache, 
which was worse when she moved, especially on going upstairs. These 
results were so unsatisfactory that we determined to try what a still 
smaller dose would do. To 13 patients— —all men this time—we ordered the 
drug in three-grain doses, and in only four cases was any complaint made. 
These patients, however, suffered from the usualsymptoms One said * the 
medicine kept rising s» that he could not keep it down,’ another com- 
plained that it ‘turned his lips blue, gave hima henkecee, and made hint 
feel giddy,’ whilst the other two suffered chiefly from pain across the 
forehead.” 















Although the previous results on the is patients were ‘so unpleasant,"’ 
the medical gentlemen were not disheartened, set to again and 
‘* ordered the nitrite in five-grain doses’’ te 16 ps atte a This throw of 
the “ experimental ’ dice turned out about as unlucky, however, as the 
former cast. Some of the consequences we see were, that * one woman 
was vomiting off and on for two hours,” and ‘thought she was dying.” 
Another ** went off in hysterics and could not hold a limb still.’’ Never- 
theless, and thougn the experimenters admit that *‘ these results were so 
unsatisfactory." they ‘ determined to try what a still smaller dose would 
do, set to once more, but on this last occasion having the gal- 
lant yto Han the femaie out patients, or dreading a re petition of their 
forcibly-expressed opinions, the doctors ‘* experimented "’ upon the men 
only. To 13 men, however, they ° * ordered the drug in three-grain doses,’ 
and of these only four made “ any complaint ”’ As these four “ patients 9 
** suffered from the usual symptoms ’ —the lips of one turning ** blue ”’— 
it is evident no benefit was conferred on them, but the reverse. The 
learned doctors admit they “suffered.” Would Drs, Sydsey Ringer and 
W illiam Murre! 1 have treate d the inmates of Belgrave-square after this 
‘‘experimental’’ fashion? Would they have hastened to give their 
wealthy clients the benefit of this discovery of ‘‘a toxic agent '’?

The Life, Letters, and Literary Remains of 
Edward Bulwer, Lord Lytton. By his Son. 
Vols. I. and II. With Portraits and II- 
lustrations. (Kegan Paul, Trench & Co.) 


61k Water Scort, it will be remembered, 
wrote a fragment of autobiography which 
ended with his call to the Bar in his twenty- 
second year, the late Lord Lytton also com- 
menced an autobiography which breaks off 
at about the same period of life. These 
fragments are highly characteristic of the 
respective writers, the one being a simple, 
manly narrative, while the other, though 
full of romantic interest, is tainted by man- 
nerisms and affectation. 

Lord Lytton’s account of himself, if printed 
consecutively, would occupy perhaps one-half 
of the 369 pages included in the first volume 
of the ‘Life’; but his son has thought fit fre- 
quently to interrupt the story by the intro- 
duction of supplementary and illustrative 
chapters. His father, he states, left behind 


- himan immense number of unfinished novels, 


plays, poems, and essays, some of them being 
the produce of the earliest, others of the in- 
termediate, and others again of the latest, 
period of his literary life. 

“Great as it is, the number of his unpub- 
lished writings is not greater than their variety. 
They are the fragments of more than half a cen- 
tury of assiduous authorship, accompanied by 
assiduous study in almost every department of 
literature ; and notwithstanding their fragmen- 
tary character, they constitute, taken together, 
a tolerably complete expression of their author's 
personal feelings, his literary theories, and his 
peculiar methods of imaginative art at each suc- 
cessive stage of his intellectual development...... 
The main purpose therefore of this book is to 
illustrate my father’s works by his life and his 
life by his works. To some extent its general 
character is rendered different from that of an 
ordinary biography by the number of unpub- 
lished writings (imaginative in what they de- 
scribe, but singularly biographical in what they 
ceveal) which contribute to ‘.e execution of the 
plan. To prevent, at the outset, misconception 
on this point, I have called it—not a Life of 
my father—but his ‘ Life, Letters, and Literary 
wemains,’ ” 

_ Tn every work we are bound to take 
into consideration the writer’s end, but his 
method of achieving it is open to criti- 
cism, and, as far as it is possible to judge 
from two thick volumes of a series, the 
plan adopted in the present case must 
be pronounced injudicious. Let us open 





the autobiography and give two or three 
instances of the manner in which it has 
been dealt with. Young Bulwer wrote a 
worthless poem when a schoolboy, which 
his mother allowed him to publish. The 
fact is briefly mentioned by the writer, but 
his son deems it of sufficient importance to 
call for a supplementary chapter. Again, 
at the close of the boy’s school career a 
fragment of a romance, consisting of up- 
wards of forty closely printed pages, is in- 
serted as illustrative of his feelings at that 
period. The biographer considers that its 
appearance in this place does not unduly 
interrupt the course of the narrative—an 
opinion, we venture to think, from which 
every critical reader is likely to differ. We 
may say the same of the supplementary 
chapters which follow the account of “Life 
at Cambridge,” and also of the manuscripts 
of ‘Lionel Hastings’ and ‘De Lindsay,’ 
in which Lady Caroline Lamb, who for a 
period caught Bulwer in her toils, figures 
under a fictitious guise. We do not say 
that these and other illustrative passages 
are unworthy of publication. That is a 
matter of opinion, and it is Lord Lytton’s 
opinion that no apology is needed for the 
length at which he has entered into details; 
what we do say is that the way in which 
the autobiographic sketch is broken up is 
unwise and inartistic. The same remark 
applies, though perhaps not quite in equal 
measure, to the interruption of the bio- 
grapher’s own narrative in the second volume. 
Fragments of fiction and other manuscripts 
are well enough in their place, but they do 
not admit of being dovetailed into the bio- 
graphy. They should be printed after it 
under their proper title of ‘‘ Remains.” 

And now, having pointed out what appear 
to us faults of arrangement of no slight 
importance in a work which will extend to 
several volumes, let us turn from the form of 
the book to the substance. 

Whatever judgment a reader may have 
formed of the late Lord Lytton as a novelist, 
politician, and poet, he will allow that his 
career was one of extraordinary and varied 
interest. His exhaustless energy, the wide 
range of his knowledge, the capacity dis- 
played in so many fields of literature as 
well as in public life, even the fact that a 
number of his novels are familiar to all 
readers of fiction, are reasons why the bio- 
graphy of a man once so popular should 
be read with avidity. His place in the 
literature of the century, if not the highest, 
is at least conspicuous. It attracts the eye 
and inspires curiosity, although it may not 
excite the peculiar interest anticipated by 
the biographer. 

Edward Bulwer was proud of his an- 
cestry, and relates a great deal more 
about it than most readers will care to 
know. The family was more distinguished 
than fortunate, and we are told that matri- 
monial felicity seems to have been a blessing 
unfamiliar to the Lyttons in all generations. 
His maternal grandfather, a man of immense 
learning, but with the sense of a child, 
separated from his wife, muddled away his 
estates, no one seems to know how, and 
wrote a drama in Hebrew which he intended 
for the stage. His only daughter may be 
said to have sacrificed the happiuess of her 
life to his selfishness, and in marrying Col. 
Bulwer, a man nearly twice her age, was far 





from happy. Edward, the youngest child 
of this union, was born, his son relates, on 
the 25th of May, 1803. The year is not 
disclosed in the autobiography. ‘If some 
curious impertinents,” says the writer, 

‘¢ are anxious to know in which year of our Lord 
that event took place, let them find out for them- 
selves. For my own part I have never had the 
least wish to know at what age any man whose 
life or writings inspired me with the least in- 
terest, entered and left this bustling planet. 
Nay, on the contrary, I always shun that know- 
ledge, and if it be forced upon me try to forget 
it.” 

The boy proved extremely precocious. He 
made verses before he could write, or, to 
relate the fact in his own exalted language,— 

‘*T did not find it necessary to write in order 
to com ; for before the gross materialism of 
pothooks mine airy soul had hovered over Hip- 

rene, strayed + esse Corycian caverns, and 
inhaled the fragrance of the blossoms that fell 
from the garlands of the vine.” 
He was seven when a madman, youn | 
him in his arms, prophesied that he woul 
be a great man, and in his mature age the 
writer considers he might have been a much 
smaller one if the poor maniac had never 
‘“‘ pythonised ” of his future. We have said 
that Bulwer’s grandfather Lytton was a 
man of learning. He died, and his lar 
library was removed for a time to the child’s 
home in London, a fact which leads to a 
great deal of fine writing which we must 
not stay to quote. In his eighth year the 
precocious boy asked his mother whether 
she was not sometimes overcome by the 
sense of her own identity. ‘It is high time 
you should go to school, Teddy,” was the 
sensible reply, and to school he went. 

We must pass over Bulwer’s earlier school 
days. In his seventeenth year he was 

laced under the roof of the Rev. Char'es 
Wallington at Ealing, where he made rapid 
progress in the classics and in general litera- 
ture. He also wrote verses and fell in love, 
and the story of his first genuine affec- 
tion, which was doomed to end sadly, is told 
with much passionate feeling. “The im- 

ression left on my father,” writes Lord 
Sethe, ‘‘was indelible and coloured the 
whole of his life,” and he relates how in the 
novelist’s old age this pathetic incident was 
recalled in ‘ Kenelm Chillingly ’ :— 

‘‘ My father read the manuscript of ‘ Kenelm’ 
to my wife and myself, and at particular parts of 
it could not restrain his tears. Throughout the 
day (it was New Year’s Eve—the eve of the year 
of his own death) on which he finished the 
chapter describing Kenelm’s sufferings above 
the grave of ‘ Lily,’ he was profoundly dejected, 
listless, broken, and in his face there was the 
worn look of a man who has just passed through 
the last paroxysm of a passionate grief. We did 
not then know to what the incidents referred, 
and we wondered that the creations of his 
fancy should exercise such power over him. 
They were not creations of fancy, but the me- 
mories of fifty years past.” 

Byron’s fame was in the ascendant when 
Bulwer met with this sorrow, and we need 
not, therefore, be surprised that the young 
man wrote of love as dead to him for ever, 
and spoke of his youth as blighted. Fora 
time his health seems to have been affected, 
but fact and romance are so blended in the 
narrative that itis impossible to say how far 
the expressions of sorrow have their source 
in deep feeling and how far they are 
prompted by an imagination that loved to 
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brood upon the past. One may safely say 
that when Bulwer wrote a rhapsody upon 
his lost love in one of his earliest essays, 
the pleasure of composition outweighed the 

ains of memory. In the paper ‘On the 
Want of Sympathy,’ republished in ‘The 
Student,’ rhetoric is stronger than passion, 
as the reader may judge from the following 
paragraph :— 

‘My lost, my buried, my unforgotten! You, 
whom I knew in the first fresh years of life—you 
who were snatched from me before one leaf of 
the Summer of Youth and of love was withered 
—you over whose grave, yet a boy, I wept away 
half the softness of my soul—now that I know 
the eternal workings of the world and the 
destiny of all human ties, I rejoice that you are 
no more !—that custom never dulled the music 
of your voice, the pathos and the magic of your 
sweet eyes—that the halo of a dream was round 
you to the last.” 


At eighteen Bulwer was sent to Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where his elder brothers 
had been educated. One of them had 
quitted the University, but returned about 
this time to live a fast life at Downing. 
Edward felt for Trinity what he terms a most 
unreasonable disgust, and with the second 
term entered himself at Trinity Hall as a 
fellow-commoner. He seems when there to 
have gained more from private study than 
from the university curriculum. This being 
a non-reading college, he found ready dis- 
pensation from the lecture-rooms. ‘I had 
my forenoons to myself,” he writes, 


‘in quiet comfortable chambers, and peace and 
the sense of dignity returned to me with the 
consciousness of liberty and independence. My 
brother Henry became my chief companion. He 
led a gay life at Downing. His passion then 
was in horses and landau driving. He had the 
handsomest stud perhaps Cambridge ever saw. 
He mounted his friends, myself amongst the 
number, and in our long brisk rides I felt once 
more that I was young.” 


Bulwer gained success at the Union, his 
first speech having been made in defence of 
Praed :— 


‘There was then excellent speaking at that 
Club. Men came from London to hear us. First 
in readiness and wit, in extempore reply, in apt- 
ness of argument and illustration, in all that 
belongs to the ‘stage play’ of delivery, was un- 
questionably Praed; but he wanted all the 
higher gifts of eloquence. He had no passion, 
he had little power ; he confided too much in his 
facility, and prepared so slightly the matter of 
his speeches that they were singularly deficient 
in knowledge and substance. In fact, he seemed 
to learn his subject from the speeches of those 
who went before him. Cockburn came next in 
readiness ; but though he had more vigour than 
Praed, he wanted his grace—was sometimes too 
florid, sometimes too vulgar. Charles Villiers, 
renowned in Corn Law polemics; Charles 
Buller, clever but superficial—always wanting 
earnestness and ironically pert; Wilson and 
Maurice, since honourably known in literature ; 
Tooke (who died young), the son of the Political 
Economist ; all gave promise of future dis- 
tinction. Later there came to the University 
an ardent enthusiastic youth from Shrewsbury, 
a young giant in learning, who carried the prize 
away from Praed—Benjamin Hall Kennedy...... 
But the greatest display of eloquence I ever 
witnessed at the Club was made by a man some 
years our senior, and who twice came up during 
my residence to grace our debates—the now re- 
nowned Macaulay. The first of these speeches was 
on the French Revolution ; and it still lingers in 
my recollection as the most heart-stirring effort 
of that true oratory which seizes hold of the 
passions, transports you from yourself, and iden- 





tifies you with the very life of the orator, that it 
has ever been my lot to hear; saving, perhaps, 
one speech by O'Connell, delivered to an im- 
mense crowd in the open air. Macaulay in point 
of power, passion, and effect, never equalled 
that speech in his best day in the House of 
Commons.” ; 

Bulwer took his degree at a by-term, and 
did not try for honours. His chief success 
had been gained at the Union; but upon 
leaving the University he tried for and won 
the gold medal for the English prize poem, 
the subject being ‘Sculpture.’ His first 
literary success gave him more delight than 
any after achievement, and his chief plea- 
sure was in the thought that he had at last 
done something his mother would be proud 
of. His reading at college had been exten- 
sive, especially in English history and Eng- 
lish literature ; but he states that he was at 
all times no less fond of sport than of study, 
and dandy though he was in manners and 
dress, he is said to have been a good rider, 
fencer, and boxer. ‘‘ His temperament and 
his tastes,” writes Lord Lytton, ‘‘ were cer- 
tainly not those of the scholar or the book- 
worm. He threw himself with ardour into 
the pleasures of youth; he relished even 
its frivolities.” Bulwer’s heart, though 
“blighted,” was still open to warm im- 
pressions, and the reader will be amused 
with a romantic story of love-making at a 
gipsy encampment, which is followed by 
the account of an attachment to that half- 
mad and capricious woman Lady Caroline 
Lamb. Her relations with Lord Byron are 
well known. She had then at least the plea 
of youth as an excuse for her folly; but 
when she resolved to attract Bulwer she was 
between thirty and forty. Of course she 
threw him over before long for some one 
else, and the disappointed hero was left to 
groan over his fate. And now Bulwer went 
to Paris, and was not only received in 
the best families, but had the chance of 
marrying a young Roman Catholic lady 
far above himself in position. Her confessor 
told him that if he proposed he would be 
accepted, and that difference of creed was 
no obstacle. To Mrs. Bulwer, however, the 
objection was insuperable, for she had a 
horror of Popery, and her son felt that 
honour and duty compelled him to renounce 
the prospects of this alliance. Like Gibbon 
under somewhat similar circumstances, he 
‘sighed as a lover, but obeyed as a son.” 

The day was now approaching when his 
matrimonial fate was to be sealed in spite of 
the strongest opposition on the part of Mrs. 
Bulwer. Herson was but twenty-two when 
he met Rosina Wheeler, whose dazzling 
beauty was probably the first attraction. 
Before the friendship that sprang up between 
the two had passed into an engagement, 
Edward promised his mother not to marry 
without her permission. Eventually that 
promise was broken, and for a time the 
separation between mother and son was 
complete. ‘‘ My grandmother,” Lord Lytton 
writes, 


‘* could never accept my father’s just distinction 
that he had not set his love to Miss Wheeler 
against his love and duty to his mother, and 
given the preference to the former ; but that 
gradually, and to a certain extent unawares, he 
had engaged his honour as well as his heart, and 
that from this moment it was no longer a ques- 
tion of self-sacrifice, since he could not abandon 
his own dearest hopes without basely sacrificing 





a second person to whom he had implici 
pledged hie faith before he plighted it in = 
His mother, however, considered that Miss 
Wheeler, on being made aware of her ob- 
jection to the marriage, ought at once to 
have released Bulwer from his engagement 
whether he chose to be released or not. Some 
allowance must be made for Mrs. Bulwer’s 
dislike to the connexion, which, indeed, was 
far from unreasonable; but her Opposition 
was carried too far, and the conduct of her 
son at this juncture was infinitely to his 
credit. When his mother stopped his hither- 
to handsome allowance, when she refused 
to see him or to acknowledge his wife, he. 
still wrote to her with the tenderness of an 
affectionate child, and without any signs. 
of the irritability which was so strong a 
feature of his character. Having married 
at twenty-four a wife who, by her own 
confession, had no notion of economy, 
Bulwer had to work for his living. Already 
he had written ‘Falkland,’ but with his 
marriage he may be said to have begun his. 
arduous career as a man of letters. He 
wrote for newspapers, for magazines, for 
Keepsakes and Books of Beauty, and for a 
time ‘‘ resolutely resisted the allurement of 
those departments of literature which most 
attracted him.’’ So constant was his labour: 
that his wife, writing three years after the- 
marriage, says: ‘‘I seldom or never see him 
till about two or three in the morning for 
five minutes. And it is no use for me to 
tell him that he will only defeat all the 
objects of his life by attempting more than 
he can compass.” This enforced separation 
between husband and wife produced fatal 
results in the future, but of this the second 
volume of the life gives only a forewarning. 
For his wife in those early years he had an 
ardent affection :— 

‘¢ Whatever virtues are in woman he believed 
to beinher. But in the crowded, fevered life she 
did not reap the fruits of his love. He was nearly 
always either writing or meditating in prepara- 
tion for it. She had and could have but little 
of his society ; and when they were together his. 
nervous irritability vented itself at every un- 
welcome circumstance in complaints, or taunts, 
or fits of anger. To harsh words and unjust re- 
proaches his wife returned meek replies. Any 
distress his warmth occasioned her she carefully 
concealed from him. She was studious to please- 
him and endeavoured to anticipate every want 
and wish. Her gentleness and forbearance in- 
creased his gratitude and devotion to her ; and 
whenever he perceived he had wounded her he 


was full of remorse...... As it was neither of 
them saw the issue to which the divided life was. 
tending.” 


As an illustration of Bulwer’s literary 
labours during the first ten years of his 
married life it may be mentioned that, in 
addition to innumerable papers in monthly 
and quarterly reviews, and to his duties for 
a great part of the time as a member of 
Parliament, he produced twelve novels, two 
poems, one political pamphlet, one play, the 
whole of the work entitled ‘England ané 
the English,’ three complete volumes of his. 
‘History of Athens,’ of which only two have 
been published, and all the essays and tales. 
collected in ‘The Student.’ And the com- 
parative youth of the writer should be 
remembered. ‘ Pelham,’ whatever its faults 


may be, is a wonderful work for a man of 
five-and-twenty. 

Lord Lytton’s second volume brings the 
narrative of Bulwer’s life down to his 
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¢wenty-seventh year. He had learnt how 
to gaina considerable income by his pen, he 
had made his name well known. and, being 
highly sensitive, had suffered from his 
notoriety. There were weak places in 
Bulwer’s armour, and the critics found them 
out; but he had reached a position which 
must have satisfied his most ardent expecta- 
tions, and the petty irritations of life at this 
outhful period were as nothing compared 
with its hopes and aspirations. We shall 
await with interest and curiosity the con- 
tinuance of the biography. 








Oriental Experience: a Selection of Essays and 
Addresses delivered on Various Occasions. 
By Sir Richard Temple, Bart., G.C.S.I. 
(Murray. ) 

Tue varied contents of this volume testify 
to the continued energy of its author. The 
bare enumeration of the societies before 
whom the addresses now published were 
originally delivered takes away the breath. 
The writer, indeed, perhaps dimly conscious 
of the involuntary smile which is excited by 
the long array—societies of bankers and 
historians, missionaries and teetotalers, geo- 
graphers and foresters, the British Associa- 
tion and the Social Science Congress—begs 
it may be ‘‘remembered that these works 
represent the outcome of a thirty years’ 
preparation, and embody the result of an 
almost lifelong labour.” 

Taking the volume as a whole, there is a 

ood deal of repetition, as, for instance, in 
the three addresses to missionary associa- 
tions and in those on forestry. Economical 
and other statistics and descriptions are also 
repeated, no doubt in different connexions ; 

a subject is occasionally dragged in, as 

the saying is, by the hair of the head, in 

order to bring it within the category of an 

“Oriental experience ”’; but to the President 

of a Social Science meeting much latitude 

must be permitted. 

The author’s style is marked by a rest- 
less and ever-present desire to be impressive 
and picturesque, although this adventitious 
stimulant is unnecessary when a writer is 
thoroughly at home in his subject and pos- 
sesses an exceptional power of marshalling 
his facts clearly; his addresses, too, are 
sometimes overcharged, from the same 
motive, with colloquial mannerisms; but it 
must be remembered that such defects strike 
the reader of the book with accumulated 
force, and might not produce the same im- 
pression on the audience. 

Much interest as well as real importance 
is given to the book by the fact that its 
author played a prominent part in many of 
the questions which he discusses with the 
freedom of a man who has put off his har- 
ness, and is limited in this respect only by 
the character of the meeting he happens to 
be addressing ; and there is a notable free- 
dom throughout of party spirit, in accordance 
with the better traditions of the Indian ser- 
vice. He greatly laments the infusion in the 
last ten years of home party politics into 
Indian questions. It so happens that he 
hardly touches on any of the questions which 
have been so maltreated, and when he does 
allude to one of them—as, e.g., the abandon- 
ment of Candahar, on which he naturally 





vided always that certain precautions are 
taken, he thinks our position in India ex- 
ceedingly strong. He holds very forward 
views on questions which other Indian 
statesmen would approach more cautiously. 
Thus he would not only push on primary edu- 
cation, but enforce it compulsorily. He sees 
no danger in the present tendencies of re- 
ligious thought. They cannot generate any 
immediate or practical expectation of in- 
dependence, and meanwhile the movement 
“depends on Western enlightenment, and 
postulates the continuance of the existing 
administration.”” He cordially approves the 
Local Government Bill and the introduction 
of the elective principle generally, though 
he is careful to state that the question has 
‘“no moral connexion” with the Ibert Bill. 
He advocates an extension of tenant right, 
and he is even so sanguine as to believe 
that the interests of art will not suffer 
from European influences. One thing we 
have not, he admits, given to India, viz., 
‘‘a good police.” The conservation of 
forests we have undertaken, though not 
till irreparable mischief had been done. 
Still we have 75,000 square miles, or 
48,000,000 acres, of forest under partial 
supervision. These are large figures, and 
as a further aid to the imagination the 
author reminds us that the houses of the 
220,000,000 inhabitants are mostly built 
of wood, not to mention the hundreds of 
thousands of boats on the rivers, and, as 
he calculates, 15,000,000 ploughs! He 
makes no allusion, however, to the dis- 
content created in some quarters by the 
forest enclosures. He also takes a hopeful 
view onthe vexed question of Mohammedan 
loyalty, and the practical administrator 
comes out in the advice to deal patiently 
with the matter. We may not greatly or 
at once conciliate by our unmistakable 
fairness, but we should have excited the 
most violent animosity had we shown our- 
selves to be other than fair. Like so many 
writers, Sir R. Temple asserts that Islam 
emphatically means stagnation, and yet he 
admits that it was for generations in the 
van of scientific and intellectual progress ; 
but it is the unavoidable drawback to this 
style of composition that large questions 
are started which cannot, from the nature 
of the case, be thrashed out. It is difficult 
to see any justification for quoting the 
murder of Lord Mayo as an instance of 
‘‘ Mohammedan fanaticism.” Sir R. Temple 
mentions one curious fact with reference to 
the native feeling about education. So far 
from fearing that proselytism might be 
carried on under cover of moral teaching, 
they feel such teaching to be so essentially 
a part of education that they would wish us 
to add “‘more of direct and formal instruc- 
tion in ethics’ to our present schooling. 

It is impossible to allude to all the 
various papers in the volume before us. 
Among those which deal with geography 
the chapters on the Mahratta country and 
on Eastern Tibet are illustrated with draw- 
ings done by Mr. Whymper from the author’s

Asian plateau he discusses the development 
of the Mongol power, the overwhelming 
force of which he illustrates by a few well- 
chosen facts. His argument, however, is 
inconclusive, for after tracing their wonder- 
ful rise and supremacy to their physical and 
climatic surroundings, he asks why, these 
remaining the same, the race should have 
so degenerated. ‘‘This difficulty,” he says, 
he “ must leave to the social inquirer”; but 
it is obvious that such inquiry might show 
that other causes besides geographical were 
concerned in the rise of the race as well as 
in its decline. 

In the paper on the Mahratta country, 
read before the Geographical Society, the 
same thesis of the dependence of a people 
on their natural surroundings is started; 
but the geographical element is very slender, 
and in fact only used as a peg whereon to 
hang a very interesting account, completed 
in two other papers, of the Mahrattas, 
whose importance in modern Indian history 
is, the author says—and we think rightly— 
often underrated. We may in fact, he 
says, fairly assert that the greatest empire 
overthrown by us in India was not the 
Mogul, but the Mahratta. More interest- 
ing even than the narrative of the ex- 
ploits of Sivaji and his successors, or than 
the sketch of their great empire, which 
depended, in spite of the efforts of some 
honourable and well-intentioned men among 
its rulers, mainly on plunder, is the account 
of the dynasty of their hereditary ministers, 
the high-caste Brahman Peshwas. He points 
out that no other Hindu dynasty ever pro- 
duced a series of rulers equal to the four 
great Peshwas, and among the Indian 
Mohammedans they were only equalled 
by Akbar and his three successors. The 
author’s summing-up on the subject is worth 
quoting :— 


‘*TInasmuch as the Brahmans have preserved 
purity of descent more than any race on earth 
except the Jews, as they established several 
thousand years ago an intellectual superiority 
over their countrymen which has been trans- 
mitted through many generations, it might be 
expected that Brahmans attaining to sovereignty 
would evince a marked capacity in their imperial 
position. Accordingly these four Péshwas fully 
realized this expectation...... In India thecapacity 
of a sovereign is to be observed in the four main 
departments of state, the political or diplomatic, 
the military, the civil, and the ceremonial. 
Now, Brahman sovereigns would be sure to be 
adepts in political combinations and in diplo- 
matic management. The Péshwas were such 
adepts to a degree hardly to be surpassed in any 
ageor country. The effect of their whole bring- 
ing up was to endue them with an ability to 
contrive or design, and with an insight into 
the thoughts, sentiments, passions, or foibles of 
others. Regarding war, whether in military 
administration, or in strategy, or in the com- 
mand of troops in the field, it might have been 
anticipated that they, as Brahmans, would prove 
deficient. On the contrary, however, in each 
and all of these respects they proved them- 
selves to possess the brain to control, the 
courage to execute, the fortitude to endure. In 


supposed that they would evince a decided 
superiority to all other princes. Being essen- 
tially educated and lettered men, raised mentally 
much above the level of their countrymen, and 
endowed with all the culture known to their age, 
they ought to have consolidated the institutions 
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of their country, imparted an impulse to ad- 
ministrative business, and promoted the educa- 
tion of the people. On the contrary, however, 
three out of the four great Péshwas failed to do 
any of these things with efficiency, partly because 
they were preoccupied by war and politics, but 
partly because they wanted the philanthropic 
and enlightened disposition for the doing. The 
fourth began to do all these things nobly well, 
and would have done much more had his price- 
lessly valuable life been spared. He, too, was 
immersed in war and politics ; and the fact that 
he nevertheless attended to the civil adminis- 
tration shows that, where the will exists, there 
is a way for a ruler to attend to all branches of 
his work alike. In the ceremonial department, 
which is peculiarly important in an Eastern 
country, it might have been foreseen that Brah- 
mans, being gifted with beauty of appearance, 
dignity of mien, excellence of manner, and 
power of elocution, would hold their courts 
with becoming grandeur. This the Péshwas 
certainly did with consummate effect. On the 
whole, while unsparingly indicating the misdeeds 
or shortcomings of these several characters, I have 
striven to do justice to their merits. It is essen- 
tial that Englishmen, when judging the native 
Indian character, should be alive to its virtues as 
well as to its faults. If we are to improve upon 
the rule of preceding dynasties, whether Hindu 
or Muhammadan, if we are to govern the natives 
successfully, we must, while striving to correct 
their faulty side, learn to appreciate that virtuous 
and most interesting side of theirs which a 
civilized administration will develop.” 

In the article on the ‘ Political Lessons of 
Chinese History’ the author clearly points 
out the close surface resemblance, but funda- 
mental difference, between Chinese and 
modern Western civilization. The Chinese 
have the most elaborate institutions, codes, 
councils, boards, and bureaux; registration of 
lands, education, high moral precepts, and 
competitive examinations. The standard of 
conduct for emperors is high, and they have 
not unfrequently lived up to it. But with 
all this the people were, Sir Richard says, 
taught to depend on the State both for 
material aid and moral guidance. 

“The first consequence was an excessive 

centralization of authority. The effect was in- 
tensified by the want of local institutions strongly 
rooted, and the paucity of territorial chiefs or 
landed gentry. The weight of the administra- 
tion hung too much on a single rope. If that 
rope snapped, then political ruin ensued...... But 
while the doctrines of the ethical code were sub- 
lime,...... corruption is alleged to have been ever 
the rule...... Notwithstanding the selection by 
competition, good administrators were not al- 
ways forthcoming even for the collection of the 
revenue. The evil failed to be checked by the 
permanent supervision of departmental boards 
and the occasional inspection of imperial censors. 
The master instinct was that of formalism, and 
there was not enough of vitalizing spirit to make 
the dry bones of regulation live with efficiency.” 
The effect of education, again, has been to 
‘* generate a power of intense mental application, 
in which the Chinese have rarely been equalled. 
niapee Still, the reasoning aptitude was not de- 
veloped pari passu with the memory. While 
an excessive strain was put on the memory, 
the logical aptitude became shrunken and the 
scientific spirit was quenched.” 
But, as the author does well to add, “ it will 
be seen that the Chinese nationality abounded 
in inconsistencies which cannot be reconciled 
in a brief analysis.” With their elaborate 
statistics and registrations they cannot tell 
the number of their people within fifty or 
a hundred millions! 

The paper on the ‘Political Economy of 


the Indian Empire’ is an able résumé of the 
material resources of India, for the benefit 
of those who may contemplate the working 
of them on their own account. The essay 
on Palestine is a clearly written account, in 
a highly popular style, of the land and the 
people as they appear to the average tourist, 
but it contains nothing original, and the 
author seems unaware how completely the 
Jordan valley canal scheme has been dis- 
posed of for all practical purposes. Under 
the head of ‘ Social Science’ he makes, at all 
events, an interesting statement regarding 
the initiative taken by the natives in some 
parts of India. We could have wished to 
hear more about this. 








A Popular Commentary on the New Testa- 
ment. By English and American Scholars 


of various Evangelical Denominations. 
Edited by P. Schatf, D.D., LL.D. 4 vols. 
With Illustrations and Maps. (EKdin- 


burgh, Clark.) 

Tx1s commentary is the work of fifteen men 
belonging to what are called ‘‘ Evangelical 
bodies.” It is copious and lengthy, meant 
to be popular, and nearly attains its aim. 
The received version stands at the head of 
the notes, and emendations of it are given. 
Introductions to the separate books are pre- 
fixed. Maps and illustrations derived from 
photographs serve to make the understand- 
ing of the text easier. The preface states 
that the book aims to present ‘in an Evan- 
gelical catholic spirit and in popular form 
the best results of the latest Biblical scholar- 
ship”; that it has “an international and 
interdenominational character’’; and that it 
is ‘the joint product of experienced and 
well-known British and American scholars 
who have made the Bible their life study.” 
It is said elsewhere that the work is intended 
for laymen. 

The reader will find these assertions partly 
realized, good notes being scattered through 
the volumes, while pertinent remarks are 
made upon the text, and many opinions 
collected in cases where different views have 
been entertained. Explanatory and theo- 
logical matter is intermingled. Where so 
many labourers have been engaged, diversity 
of treatment must necessarily appear, but a 
catholic spirit is said to pervade the whole. 

The different parts of the New Testament 
are all assigned to the authors which tradi- 
tion gave them. Accordingly the four 
gospels proceeded as they are from St. 
Matthew, St. Mark, St. Luke, and St. John ; 
the Acts of the Apostles from St. Luke; all 
the Pauline epistles, including the letter to 
the Hebrews, from the apostle of the Gen- 
tiles ; the two Petrine epistles were written 
by St. Peter; Jude, ‘‘one of the brethren 
of Jesus,” wrote his epistle; and the Re- 
velation proceeded from the apostle John. 
Dates are assigned in agreement with this 
theory of authorship. The synoptics ap- 
peared between a.p. 60 and 66; St. John’s 
Gospel about 90; the Acts during the Roman 
imprisonment ; the Ephesian and Colossian 
epistles were written during the Roman im- 
prisonment ; that to the Hebrews some time 
before St. Paul’s martyrdom; the First 
Epistle of St. John in a time coinciding with 
the Patmos exile; St. Jude between 64 and 
66; St. James between 45 and 50; and the 








index to the interpretation generally adopted 
and show how far ‘the best results of thie 
latest Biblical scholarship ” are presented. 

The various introductions prefixed to the 
separate records are generally inadequate 
containing not a few assumptions as well ay 
examples of reasoning which cannot stand 
the test of reflection, much less of independent 
criticism. With respect to the synoptists it 
is hastily assumed that none of the three had 
access to either of the other gospels in its 
present form. In the introduction to §¢. 
John’s Gospel, which is weakly elaborate 
and studded with platitudes, the Epistle to 
Diognetus is dated a.p.120! In the preface 
to the Acts of the Apostles, the writers of 
which seem to know nothing of Zeller and 
Overbeck, it is stated that the greater portion 
was arranged in its present form by St. Luke, 
acting under the guidance and influence of 
St. Paul during his long imprisonment at 
Ceesarea. The introduction to the Epistle to 
the Romans asserts that the great majority 
of the congregation at Rome was composed 
of Gentile believers. In that to the Colos- 
sians the writer holds that the epistle was 
written after that to the Ephesians. In the 
introduction to the pastoral epistles, which 
is equally poor and dogmatic, the expositor 
says, in allusion to a well-known passage in 
St. Clement’s Epistle to the Corinthians, “ It 
is clear that a writer in Rome would not have 
so spoken of Rome itself.’” The commentator 
on the Epistle to the Hebrews, who under- 
took what was evidently beyond his capacity, 
affirms that the common arguments against 
the Pauline origin of the epistle prove little. 
In the introduction to the First Epistle of 
St. John the statement occurs that it was 
written after the Gospel and independently 
of it. The introduction to the Revelation 
says that chapters vi. 1—xviii. 24 bring 
the Church before us both in the height of 
her conflict with her three great enemies, 
the devil, the world, and the false prophet, 
and in the security of her victory over them. 
Fhe date given to the book vitiates the 
entire exposition of it. All the statements 
just enumerated are incorrect. The intro- 
ductions are below mediocrity, those prefixed 
to the most important books notably so. The 
exceptions are those to the Epistles to the 
Corinthians and St. James’s Epistle, which 
are short, simple, and good, free from the 
pretentiousness and dogmatism with which 
some of the longer are interlarded. 

The reader accustomed to works proceed- 
ing upon the same basis will meet with 
many familiar things, such as the advocacy 
of the Johannine authorship of the twenty- 
first chapter of St. John’s Gospel, the twofold 
governorship of Quirinius over Syria, the 
double captivity of St. Paul in Rome, and 
the Euphrates-Babylon from which Peter 
wrote his First Epistle. Criticism has dealt 
with these in a different way from that which 
is here followed. 

The expository notes on the epistles to 
the Galatians, Romans, and that of St. James 
are the best, though more is sometimes 
put into the writers’ words than they will 
bear. Modern theology should not be in- 
fused into the language of men who wrote 
as they were moved by the Spirit; neither 
should double fulfilments of prophecy, which 
involve two senses while there is but one, 
be arbitrarily assumed. Notes that contam 
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are tolerably numerous. Nor are evasiv® 
explanations wanting, as at Matthew xxi. 7, 
where after the correct assertion, ‘‘ He sat on 
the animals, not the clothes,” it is said, “‘ He 
rode on the colt (Mark and Luke), but the 
plural here is justified by the usage of the 
Greek language.” The note on John xix. 
14 is curious. The words rapackev)) and 
réoxa are both taken in a double sense; 
the former ‘‘a preparation or Friday, the 
latter the paschal lamb or the paschal 
week.” Such exegesis is artificial and un- 
natural. The commentator on Hebrews i. 7 
says that in the Hebrew of Psalm civ. 4 
either meaning is possible—‘‘ He maketh 
the winds or spirits his messengers,’ or 
“his messengers spirits or winds.’? This 
is wrong. The Hebrew bears the former 
sense only; the latter is the incorrect render- 
ing of the Septuagint. Under Acts i. 16 
the commentator affirms that there are no 
eurses pronounced by David or any other 
king or prophet; they are a prophecy in 
the form of a curse pronounced upon some 
enemies of God and his Church hereafter to 
arise. ‘*They are judicial sentences one 
day to be pronounced as the punishment for 
some sin, which, in the foreknowledge of 
the Almighty, would be committed, perhaps 
ages later on, in the world’s history.” Per- 
verted interpretation like this needs no com- 
ment. The first principles of hermeneutics 
are violated by such expositors. 

It is painful to read here and there con- 
temptuous language applied to those who 
differ from the writers. The introduc- 
tions to the pastoral epistles and that to 
the Ephesians are especially faulty in this 
respect. The objections of accomplished 
critics to the opinions advocated by the 
Dean of Wells are pronounced frivolous, 
vexatious, and fantastic. And yet he is 
endeavouring to uphold what all impartial 
scholars have abandoned. 

The engravings and illustrations of the 
work are excellent. So are the maps and 
plans. They are chiefly in the first volume. 
The facsimiles of ancient MSS. are out of 
place in a book intended for laymen. 

It is not often that readings in the original 
text are referred to. There is, however, one 
notable instance, viz., John i. 18, where the 
commentator adopts the reading ‘only be- 
gotten God” for ‘‘ only begotten Son,” and 
refers to Dr. Hort’s dissertation for proof. 
Yet the reading is undoubtedly a later one, 
which cannot be sustained as genuine either 
by internal or external evidence. We can 
only refer the reader to a dissertation by 
Prof. Godwin in the Modern Review, where 
vids, which Griesbach, Lachmann, and 
Tischendorf follow, is amply vindicated. 
“The only begotten God” savours of the 
fourth century. 

The authors of these commentaries, how- 
ever industrious, cannot but be regarded as 
feeble interpreters. Instead of facing diffi- 
culties which attach to the sacred books and 
call for solution, they touch them lightly 
without showing what they essentially in- 
volve. The varieties of the records are 
smoothed away; an unnatural exegesis is 
applied to reconcile what is intractable. 
Instead of inquiring into the genesis and 
growth of documents, these divines take 
them for what dogmatic theologians have 
long said they are, and proceed to interpret 
accordingly. Lhe commentaries in fact set out 





from a standpoint which critics have left long 
ago. No amount of traditional dogmatism 
—and there is some of it in the book—can 
restore the views of the New Testament 
which prevailed at the beginning of the pre- 
sent century. Certain results have been 
reached in a purely literary way, and these 
cannot be shaken by men attached to the 
old way of thinking. Itis, indeed, irrational 
to object to things merely on account of their 
antiquity; but in all cases evidence both 
internal and external should be impartially 
weighed, a thing difficult of achievement in 
a theological atmosphere where honest dif- 
ferences of opinion are treated as serious 
offences. 








Alice, Grossherzogin von Hessen und bei Rhein. 
Mittheilungen aus threm Leben und aus 
thren Briefen. (Darmstadt, Bergstriisser.) 

Tus volume consists of extracts from the 

letters addressed to the Queen by the 

Princess Alice from July, 1862, to December, 

1878, that is, from her marriage till her 

death. To each year a brief narrative is 

prefixed, giving a general account of the 
main events of it. ‘These introductions are 
well executed. They give sufficient informa- 
tion to make the letters intelligible, and 
they are in excellent taste—simple, straight- 
forward, and free from exaggeration. In 
the letters care has been obviously taken to 
omit anything that would be likely to give 
offence. Perhaps this process has been 
carried too far and has given to the letters 
a monotonous tone from which they would 
otherwise have been free. Few allusions to 
political matters have been left, and those that 
occur are not important. We should sug- 
gest the omission in the English transla- 
tion which is promised of some words on 

p- 292, in which the French are termed un- 

grateful cowards. They can hardly be justly 

reproached with lack of gratitude to the 
author of the Coup d’ Etat. 

The impression given of the writer is very 
pleasing: that of an accomplished lady 
attached to her husband, devoted to her 
children, kind to all whom she encountered, 
indefatigable in her efforts to relieve the 
distresses of others, and foremost in every 
work of mercy. As the letters have been 
translated from English into German, and in 
order to quote it is necessary to turn the 
German back into English, there isa diffi- 
culty in giving extracts, so we content our- 
selves with a few. 

In the early years of their married life 
the young couple had to be economical :— 

‘We have to live thus economically, go no- 
where, and receive very few people, in order to lay 
by as much as we can each year. England cost 
us a great deal, for the visit last time was short. 
We have sold four carriage horses, and have 
only now six to drive, of which the ladies asa 
rule use two for the theatre, visits, &c. We 
are, therefore, in many things ill provided.” 

A simple mode of living pleased the 
princess. The first years of her married 
life seem to have been very happy. Her 
sorrows began with the war of 1866, when 
she suffered terribly. When the fighting 
was going on she was brought to bed of a 
girl, and a week afterwards she writes :— 

‘What a time I have had during the week 
since baby’s birth! First I have to thank the 
Almighty that He has preserved my own dear 
and adored husband, and that I had him with 
me, Three days afterwards he was forced 





to leave, and when he got near Aschaffen- 
burg he found the battle already going on; 
we could hear the guns here. The Prussians 
fired from the roofs of the houses ; there was 
fighting in the streets; it must have been 
dreadful. Our troops retreated, as had always 
been intended, and in perfectly good order. 
The wounded were brought here the day after. 
The fighting was on the 13th and 14th. Louis 
was there on the 14th, and since then I have 
not seen him. God knows when I shall see 
him again.” 

The Prussians soon after entered Darm- 
stadt, and the standard of the prince’s 
cavalry regiment was hidden in his wife’s 
room to escape the clutches of the con- 
querors. 

‘The town is full of Prussians. I hope they 
will not remain too long, for they do not pay 
for a thing, and the poor inhabitants suffer 
much in consequence...... It is terrible. Those 
who have witnessed close at hand the misery 
which war brings with it, the sufferings and 
the terror, know what a scourge it is.” 

On her services to the sick and wounded 
during this war and the greater struggle 
of 1870 there is no need to dwell. With 
one more quotation we must close our ex- 
tracts from these letters. ‘The princess had 
moved into a new house :— 

‘¢ Tt is full of memorials of both of you: all 
your pictures, photographs of dear brothers and 
sisters, andof my home. It reminds me a little 
of Osborne and Buckingham Palace, even a 
little bit of Balmoral. Would that I could 
show it to dear papa! If I have any taste at all 
I owe it to him, and I learned so much when I 
saw him hang up pictures and arrange rooms.” 

In one of the prefaces mention is made 
of the grandduchess’s friendly relations to 
Strauss. Of her own religious creed a 
friend writes :— 

‘¢ After the death of her son I thought I saw 
a change in her feelings: while she formerly 
almost said that she doubted the existence of 
God...... after the death of her child she no 
longer used to speak in this fashion...... Later 
on she confided to me how this change had 
come about, and I could not hear it without 
tears; she ascribed it to the death of her child 
and to that Scottish gentleman from whom she 
used in the morning to take lessons in painting.”

Mr. McCarruy is light and amusing in 
his ‘Maid of Athens,’ though there are 
touches which show a graver view of life 
and enhance the merit of the social sketch. 
Athena (Attie in her lighter moments), the 
daughter of a diplomat, is all Greek in 
her aspirations for her adopted country. 
To her enter the narrator, a weli-born but 
needy young English adventurer, who 
‘has served” and is now on the travelling 
staff of a newspaper; an excellent English 
boy, who undervalues things foreign as 
only boys now do; Constantine Margarites, 
a rich Levantine, posing as an Hellenic 
hero; MacMurchad, Irish M.P. and sup- 
porter of nationalities in a liberal and un- 
reflecting spirit ; Col. Gillow, with grey hair 
and a black moustache, “one of a class 
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which Nature appears to make by contract, 
and supply according to order to all ¢egun- 
tries which have a cause,’’ 2nd whose aver- 
sion is a Radicc! M.P., who thinks that 
Greece Wants roads; Paul Hathaway, an 
Atmerican clergyman; and others. Over all 
Athena exercises more or less despotic 
sway, but with Cleveland she is sparing 
in its exercise. When he has, for her 
sake, engaged in a filibustering expedition 
against the unspeakable Turk, in which 
poor MacMurchad loses his life somewhat 
dramatically, and the whole force is en- 
dangered by the treachery of Margarites, 
who acts as a king of Israel in the matter 
of Uriah, Athena gives up politics and 
takes to love. The book is written in a 
moderate and catholic spirit, but a little 
capital is made of the Irish M.P. The dia- 
logue is racy, and the scenery well and not 
over done; a Lady Lance is excellent among 
the ladies: ‘“‘ Nature had spared her much 
of the faculty of observation. What she 
happened to be thinking about at the mo- 
ment absorbed her attention.” She is the 
cheeriest of agnostics. She is troubled 
about her daughter :— 

**T used to read the ‘ Vestiges of Creation’ to 
her when she was quite a little child ; and she 
was made to study Darwin ; and I never allowed 
her to go to any church, except, of course, to see 
cathedrals, and painted windows, and that sort 
of thing ; and now—would you believe it /—she 
has become regularly religious, and she will go 
to Jerusalem, and she talks of being baptized in 
the Jordan !” 


From the point of view of the novel- 
reader it is questionable whether ‘ Donal 
Grant’ will be so popular as Mr. Mac 
Donald’s former books. If the story is 
simple the incidents are highly improbable. 
A young lady coerced and nearly murdered 
in the recesses of her own castle, and 
delivered by the valour of the family tutor, 
a shepherd student from the Highlands— 
this is the pivot of the plot. Donal himself 
is a survival from the far abler novel ‘Sir 
Gibbie,’ and the story, like most sequels, is 
disappointing. Still, those who value Mr. 
Mac Donald’s lofty ideals, his strength of 
descriptive power, his idiomatic Scotch 
(though this must limit the number of his 
admirers), his unconventional Christianity, 
will see in many a passage no falling off. 

‘Agnes Moran’ is a story, in nearly one 
thousand pages, of a number of uninterest- 
ing people. There are one or two stiff 
young men who are very good ; one or two 
colourless young women, who are also very 
good; a political humbug who is very un- 
scrupulous; a weak-minded creature, who 
may be intended for the hero, but who 
commits more villainies than any one else 
in the book; an excessively bad wife, with 
golden hair and tiny feet, who practises 
running away from her husband as a fine 
art; and an old vagabond who has deserted 
his family, and turns up occasionally when 
an extra villain is in request. These are 
the principal personages of Mr. Pinkerton’s 
story. We have their masks and their 
actions, but never seem to understand their 
characters, though their descriptions are 
properly written out and pinned upon their 
backs. The author has before now written 
some lively and characteristic scenes of 
English provincial life, but there is very 
little of that kind of thing in ‘Agnes 


| Moran,’ which is bald and tame in spite of 


its villains. The weak-minded man, who 
has, perhaps incorrectly, been referred to as 
the hero, being tricked by his father-in-law 
—a selfish man who had every reason to 
keep on good terms with him—rushes off 
from the young woman whom he has mar- 
ried to the young woman whom he ought to 
have married, and asks her, ‘‘ with extra- 
ordinary fervour,” to elope with him. 

‘¢ Everard,” she says, ‘*I have lived athird of 

my life, perhaps a half, or less, and I have kept 
worthy of myself—I must continue to live so. 
I cannot find words—I cannot make myself so 
plain as I could wish—but I cannot live other- 
wise than asI have described. There might be a 
short dream of happiness ; but afterwards, if I 
know myself, a miserable self-contempt would 
justly settle upon me.” 
This stilted speech is a fair sample of the 
whole. Mr. Pinkerton’s story might have 
been much better told in half the number 
of pages; but even so it would be scarcely 
worth telling. ‘ 

Miss Hardwich’s tale is of the spasmodic 
order; and the spasms are so frequent and 
bewildering that the reader is barely able 
to make head or tail of it, however atten- 
tively he may follow its intermittent course. 
The plot is a wonderful mixture of scruples 
and hysterics, both heroic in motive, if not 
in their proportions. A young sailor has got 
himself into a scrape, and retires from the 
service of his country owing to the scruples 
aforesaid, whilst the hysterical young woman 
for whom her aunt had designed this Plutus 
Adonis, having learnt part of his secret, and 
regarding him as a self-confessed coward 
and the smoker of a ‘‘ dirty mechanic’s pipe,” 
affects to despise him utterly. The two go 
through a deal of unintelligent posturing of 
mind and body; and Miss Hardwich will 
tell any one who cares to know and dares 
to read what ultimately became of them. 
Mysteries vanish, rough places are made 
smooth; everything is cleared up except the 
author’s style, which leads her at the close 
into an absolute delirium.

Roman Life in the Days of Cicero. By A. J 

Church. (Seeley, Jackson & Halliday.) |" 
THERE are some stories which have the quiet 
homely merit of a Dutch picture, and Miss 

Weber’s ‘ Old House in the Square’ is of that 
order. No involved plot wearies us in its un- 
ravelling, no very brilliant sallies dazzle us as 
we read, but we enter with a certain satisfaction 
into the life of the Bertrams, and there is 
gentle charm in the family chronicle. Weknow 
all the children who live in the old house—giant 
Roger, fiery Fergus, and dreamy little Jane 
on her beloved Peg, or Pegasus, the wooden 
horse who lives in the attic. We feel that they 
are all real and we like them. 

On the other hand, ‘ Life’s Music; or, My 
Children and Me,’ is appallingly unreal. There 
is a mock religiosity in the tone of the book 
which is peculiarly repulsive, and none of the 
characters resemble anything in heaven, earth, 
or fiction, except the French maid Louise, the 
villain of the piece, who has been familiar 
enough since the days of ‘ Bleak House.’ 

Old tales retold are welcome according to 
the manner of their telling, and the ‘ Lambton 
Worm,’ the ‘ Spindleston Worm,’ and the other 
Northern tales deserve better setting than they 
have gained in Dr. Fryer’s ‘ Book of English 
Fairy Tales from the North Country.’ There igs 
not very much amiss with the book, but the lan- 
guage is commonplace and the stories are as 
unfascinating as they can be made. 

The tales from the ‘Gesta Romanorum’ in the 
volume before us are a praiseworthy attempt to 
utilize old fiction. 

A book by the author of ‘ Mademoiselle Mori’ 
is always welcome, and her work ‘Tempest- 
Tossed’ is an interesting tale of Germany during 
the Thirty Years’ War, though it is not quite up 
to the author’s general level. 

Miss Mayo’s ‘ Thoughts and Stories for Girls’ 
is full of good counsel and useful hints. 

Mrs. J. Sadlier in ‘ Alice Riordan’ admits us 
into a very narrow world. The priest Father 
Smith is the ruler and guide, and orders all 
things, spiritual and temporal. Notwithstanding 
the difficult position into which he is thrust, he 
acquits himself well and shows himself a genial 
soul. All Protestants are villains, all Roman 
Catholics are saints. Alice, the principal saint, 
contends with many heretics, and is naturally 
triumphant. 

Miss Lyster’s old maids are charming speci- 
mens of old-maidenhood at the beginning of the 
century. They are much exercised by the selfish- 
ness and frowardness of a young half-sister who 
is left them as a legacy by their father, who has 
absented himself from them for years, and before 
his death has managed to instil a complete code 
of worldly maxims into his little daughter’s 
mind. The antagonism of principle and affec- 
tion is well illustrated. 

Mr. Hoare founds a readable story on the 
early colonization of Virginia and the Bermudas. 
Of course Marvell’s Emigrants’ Hymn appears 
in the appendix. We do not think the author 
happy in his effort to reproduce the dialogue 
of the seventeenth century. 

‘‘Tim and Jerks and me” are uninteresting 
children, and it is a mistaken compliment to 
children to write a story for them in baby lan- 
guage. They resent it as much as they generally 
despise people’s efforts to treat them like pet 
monkeys. 

Mr. Henty’s books are generally sound and 
manly. ‘ With Clive’ is almost a popular his- 
tory of the “ beginnings of an empire.” Arcot 


and Plassey, the Black Hole, our old friends 
Omichund and Suraja Dowlah, are all brought 
in successfully, and every boy who reads will 
get a vivid and, on the whole, just idea of the 
prowess of his great-great-grandfathers.

Mr. Hope’s book is another reproduction of 
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original narratives of adventure among the 
American Indians. The stories are of great 
interest. The heroism of the Canadian, Malle. 
de Verchéres ; the adventures of John Gyles, of 
Peter Williamson, and others who were captives 
to the Indians in their youth; the gallant relief 
of Pittsburg by the 42nd and other regiments ; 
and numerous other ‘‘owre true tales,” will sur- 
pass in boyish estimation the usual ‘type of 
Indian novel. 

Mr. Henty’s story of the Cavaliers and Round- 
heads is fairly accurate in its historic details, 
and all that can be wished in the romantic 
vicissitudes of the fortunes of the Cavalier hero. 
The author is more at home in England than on 
the north of the Border. It is to be feared he 
is heretical as to the date of the feileadh beag. 
A less venial error is making the Campbells 
enemies to Robert Bruce, whereas it is a common- 
place that he founded their fortunes. The author 
has probably made some muddle about the 
‘* Brooch of Lorn.” 

‘Lia’ is a pretty enough tale of old Nurem- 
berg, showing how a young artist, in spite of the 
prejudices of an orthodox mother, follows the 
teaching of a Protestant divine in the matter of 
faith and of a Jewish maiden in the matter of 
matrimony. There are distinct characters in 
the book, and the historical accessories seem 
true to life. Johann von Wesel and Rabbi Santa, 
at the moral extremes of the piece, are lifelike 
figures, 

Sound, sound the clarion, fill the fife! 
To all the sensual world proclaim 
One crowded hour of glorious life 
Is worth an age without a name. 
On this text Mr. Groves preaches well to the 
ollspring of a sensual generation. ‘From Cadet 
to Captain’ is a wholesome military story, free 
from chauvinism and full of the stirring incident 
which should interest boys. 

The late Mr. Kingston’s posthumous work is 
still very prolific. He has not often surpassed 
the adventures of the present midshipman, who 
‘ashore and afloat” is a capital fellow, and goes 
through the orthodox adventures in the way of 
prize taking (and losing), revolts of blacks in the 
West Indies, Irish scrimmages, and the like, 
The disguise of Larry as a bear, driven and en- 
slaved by his French host, the description of the 
hurricane at Savannah, and the rapid changes of 
the hero’s fortune, will satiate the schoolboy’s 
appetite, 

Prof. Church’s latest book appeals more 
directly to adult readers than any of its pre- 
decessors, It is full of learning, handled, as 
need hardly be said, with exceptional ease and 
grace, and the tales which it tells are the purest 
matter of fact. It professes to be a series of 
sketches drawn from the letters and speeches 
of Cicero; but a great many other writers, 
Greek and Latin, are laid under contribution. 
It begins with an account of Roman education, 
first for boys at school, afterwards for youths 
at the University of Athens. Here, of course, 
Horace and Quintilian are quoted almost as 
much as Cicero. Then follow three causes 
célébres, the trials of Roscius Amerinus, Verres, 
and Cluentius. Chapter vi. contains an account 
of country life, founded mainly on Cicero’s 
correspondence. The story of Catiline’s con- 
spiracy is told next, and then the lives of 
Cwsar and Pompey. The events which led to 
Cicero’s banishment, his quarrel with his wife, 
and his triumphant return from exile are next 
related, and thus another cause célébre, the trial 
of Milo, is appropriately introduced. Chapters 
on Cato, Brutus, and Porcia, on the duties of a 
provincial governor, on Atticus, and on the 
second Triumvirate, by whom Cicero was mur- 
dered, conclude the hook. This bare enumera- 
tion of its contents will show with how large 
and exciting a period of history it deals and in 
what fashion it endeavours to present to us the 
Romans of that time in their habits as they 
lived. It performs with entire success a task 
in which sympathy and imagination must go 





hand in hand with scholarship. The illustra- 
tions are an excellent series of — busts, 
copied by a process called ‘‘ink photography.” 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE, 


Tue art of dining has been influenced by 
the wsthetic movement in exactly the same 
way as the art of decoration, It may not 
have attained to more sublime conceptions than 
those of the golden age of Louis XIV. or 
even of the later times of Ude, but it has 
found a wider development. Formerly it was 
the privilege of the few to understand the art ; 
now it is in some measure known to many. If 
taste has not very much improved, everybody 
knows, at all events, enough of the jargon of the 
art to talk about it. In an oddly assorted collec- 
tion which Mr. Sept. Berdmore (Nimsivich) calls 
A Scratch Team of Essays (Allen & Co.), the best 
is that on the kitchen and the cellar. It origin- 
ally appeared in the Quarterly Review in 1877. 
The other essays deal with Thackeray, Russia, 
and carriages, roads, and coaches. They are all 
written in an easy, pleasant style, but the first 
was decidedly best worth reprinting. The 
writer has added a number of letters and 
articles from newspapers of which his contri- 
bution to the Quarterly formed the theme, and 
several papers on Italian cookery and other 
topics. It would have been more convenient if 
so accomplished a gowrmet had arranged all the 
information at his command so as to form a 
continuous work. There is room for such a work, 
even though Mr. Hayward’s ‘ Art of Dining’ has 
recently been reprinted. Still, Mr. Berdmore’s 
essay is worth reading, and some of the recipes 
which he borrowsfroma writer who knows a good 
deal about Italian cookery are excellent. That 
writer says a very good thing about rice: ‘‘ When 
boiling rico remember Visconti Venosta’s cele- 
brated motto, ‘ Always independent—but never 
isolated,’ which is applicable to rice as to 
nations.” Mr. Berdmore regrets with good 
reason the decline in the quality of our old 
English cheeses, and even says that they are 
better at St. Petersburg and Moscow than in 
London. The “goodly cream-cheese that in 
the days of our youth we tasted somewhere near 
Fountain’s [sic] Abbey” was probably Grewel- 
thorpe cheese. At Cotherstone in Upper Tees- 
dale another good sort of cheese is still made. 
There is no country where food is so good and 
the average cooking so bad as in England. Per- 
haps some day the National School of Cookery 
will excite the same sort of admiration as M. 
Th. Bentzon has recently expressed for the South 
Kensington Museum. 


We have received from Messrs. Smith & 
Elder the second volume of their new edition of 
Thackeray's Works. This edition promises to be 
the most suitable for ordinary use yet issued. 
Printed in good, clear type and containing the 
author’s illustrations, it makes a handsome bock 
on the library shelf, while it is easier to hold 
and altogether more convenient than the recent 
édition de luxe. L 

Tue Almanach de Gotha (Gotha, Perthes) has 
reached the hundred and twenty-first year of its 
existence, and maintains worthily its ancient 
reputation. The assumption by the Comte de 
Paris of the headship of the ‘‘ Maison de France” 
is the most notable event chronicled in the first 
part. The rest of the volume contains as usuala 
mass of information, and is admirable for its accu- 
racy and completeness.—The Financial Reform 
Almanack has been sent to us by Messrs. Long- 
man. It contains a great deal of useful informa- 
tion, but surely a little more trouble might be 
expended on finding out who of the recipients 
of pensions on the Civil List are dead. 


Messrs. De La Rue send us a number of 
Christmas Cards conspicuous for marked good 
colour and taste. The designs are frequently, 
however, inferior tothe execution, which in many 
instances is first rate.—Mr, Wallis, the agent 





of ja well-known firm at Leipzig, sends us an 
assortment of cards which are up to the average 
of ordinary English cards, though not equal to 
the best of them.

MR. CHARLES BAGOT CAYLEY. 

Mr. Cuartes Bacor Caytry, B.A., of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, died suddenly, and 
apparently without any serious forewarning, of 
heart disease, in the night of the 4th-5th of 
December, in his lodgings at South Crescent, 
Bedford Square; he was found dead in the 
morning, having expired, it would seem, in 
perfect calm during sleep. This gentleman 
was the son of a Russia merchant, and younger 
brother of the celebrated mathematician, the 





Sadlerian Professor at Cambridge. He was born 
on July 9th, 1823, and had therefore completed 
his sixtieth year. Several of his early years 
were passed in Russia. Mr. Charles Cayley 
was only less remarkable as a linguist than his 
brother as a mathematician. He was a student 
of King’s College, London, where he became the 
most proficient pupil of the then Italian pro- 
fessor, Rossetti; and his principal success as 
a poetic translator is the ‘Divine Comedy’ of 
Dante, in the original terza rima, published to- 
wards 1853-55, in three volumes, with a fourth 
volume of very serviceable notes. So large and 
arduous an attempt as the ‘ Divine Comedy,’ 
Anglicized in its own trying metre, must neces- 
sarily be subject to certain drawbacks ; some 
concession must be made, now of sense to verse, 
and now of verse to sense, or again of archaic 
to modern, or of modern to archaic, diction. 
When all imperfections have been allowed for, 
Mr. Cayley’s version must be pronounced to be 
very considerably the best and most thorough 
rendering into English of the ‘ Commedia,’ the 
one which, attempting most and aiming highest, 
reaches also furthest. This monument of well- 
directed energy, insight, and scholarship was 
succeeded by other translations—the Psalms in 
metre, the ‘Prometheus’ of Auschylus, Homer’s 
‘Tliad,’ and Petrarca’s ‘Canzoniere.’ In these 
works, again, Mr. Cayley never spared him- 
self ; his ‘ Iliad,’ for instance, being not only in 
hexameters, but in quantitative hexameters. 
His success has been differently estimated ; but, 
at any rate, a large measure of praise, how- 
ever qualified by dissent, whether from theory 
or from practice, must be conceded tohim. He 
published also, many years ago, a volume of 
original poems, named ‘ Psyche’s Interludes’; 
some of the same compositions, with others 
added, reappeared lately in a privately printed 
volume. 

Mr. Cayley was for many years past an active 
and valued member of the Philological Society ; 
and he published every now and then some 
brochure proper to the society’s Transactions. 
He knew various languages besides the Hebrew, 
Greek, and Italian from which his principal 
translations were executed. In illustration of 
his faculty for acquiring foreign tongues there is 
a story, possibly apocryphal, that he was once 
asked to see through the press a version of 
the New Testament in the Iroquois language. 
Among the languages which Cayley did not 
know Iroquois not unnaturally figured ; but he 
buckled to at once, learned in a month or so 
enough Iroquois for present needs, and accom- 
plished his task satisfactorily. 

A more complete specimen than Mr. Charles 
Cayley of the abstracted scholar in appearance 
and manner—the scholar who constantly lives 
an inward and unmaterial life, faintly perceptive 
of external facts and appearances—could hardly 
be conceived. He united great sweetness to 
great simplicity of character, and was not less 
polite than unworldly. In a small circle of 
intimates his death leaves a mournful blank ; 
they ‘‘ will not look upon his like again.” It 
may be that Mr. Cayley never sat for his por- 
trait; but a very strong and excellent likeness 
of him_is preserved among the frescoes which 
Mr. Madox Brown is painting in the Town Hall 
of Manchester. The last subject completed 
there by the painter is Crabtree, the astro- 
nomical draper of Broughton of the seventeenth 
century, eagerly and breathlessly watching the 
transit of Venus; Mr. Cayley sat for the head 
and action of Crabtree, and in Crabtree our 
progeny will know what the best translator of 
Dante was like. W. M. R.

I find that in ‘ Aneid’ ii. the Clarendon Press 
has sixteen illustrative quotations from English 
authors, and that of these twelve are given in 
my edition, and (with one exception) in no pre- 
vious edition, as far as Iam aware.

The Link is a magazine devoted to literature, 
art, science, fiction, poetry, politics, &c.; the 
Missing Link is the organ of the London Bible 
and Domestic Female Mission, and chronicles the 
work of that excellent society among the poor ; 
there is no similarity whatever in the characters 
and purposes of the two magazines. 

The reference to my own share in the publica- 
tion of the Link, and the implication that it is 
desired to gain some benefit to the new magazine 
by the apparent similarity of its title to the 
Missing Link, would not, I am sure, have been 
made if Mrs. Leonard had known the following 
facts (which could have been ascertained by in- 
quiry):—that the Link was not projected by 
me; that its title was fixed by the proprietors 
before the idea of its publication was known to 
me; and that I had accepted the engagement 
to publish the Link before Mrs. Leonard gave 
notice of her intention to change her publisher. 
One would imagine that it would be the more 
unnecessary to refer to the apparent similarity 
of the titles of the two magazines since Mrs. 
Leonard announces her intention of abandoning 
the name of her own, and as by the time the first 
number of the Link appears the other magazine 
will have fulfilled its own title.

I believe 
that we have here a little piece of vengeance of a 
woman and an actress. ‘Sarah Barnum’! The 
title is piquant, and perhaps will make the 
boulevards rush at the book. Mdlle. Sarah 
Bernhardt has so many friends and so many 
enemies that the book may well have what is 
called a ‘‘succts de curiosité et de scandale.” 
This is exactly the opposite of a ‘‘succts 
d’estime.” 

But in France such a book does not at all 
occupy the reading public. There has lately been 
issued a volume of confessions and sad recollec- 
tions which carries on its cover the words ‘ Tris- 
tesses et Sourires,’ and the author of which is 
M. Gustave Droz. It is the little literary event 
of the moment. As at the present time politics 
strut into everything and show their claws in all 
directions —on the stage, where the ‘ Rois en 
Exil’ has drawn down a tempest on the Vaude- 
ville; and in the novel, where the current 
polemics are reproduced—the book of M. Gus- 
tave Droz has become a political success because 
it sneers at the present and in melancholy tones 
recalls the past. 

A clever garicature shows the author of 





‘Tristesses et Sourires’ under the guise of an 
old dowager muffled up with lace, and bewailing 
the heures dautan :— 

Combien je regrette 

Mon bras si dodu, 

Ma jambe bien faite, 

Et le temps perdu ! 

M. Droz has, in fact, personified himself in a 
grandmother, spirituelle, amiable, dissatisfied, 
who finds that to-day everything in France is 
decaying, or rather is being drowned in a great 
and rather muddy wave of democracy. Cer- 
tainly I am not one of those who find, like Pan- 
gloss, that everything is for the best in the best 
of all possible worlds, but it is not, perhaps, 
altogether lawful for an honest bowrgeois like M. 
Gustave Droz to sigh so sorrowfully for the good 
old days when the Béarnais made his horses 
prance and waved his white plume. The pre- 
sent has many faults, but past centuries had 
theirs. Under the pretext that there are a great 
many railway accidents ought we to return to 
diligences and pataches ? 

But high French society, which suffers from 
acertain overflow of mediocrity, does not reason 
so far. It finds a book which translates into 
agreeable language its ennuis and its disap- 
pointments, and adopts ‘Tristesses et Sou- 
rires.’ The book is the fashion in the Fau- 
bourg St. Germain and the world of grande 
jinance which models itself on the Faubourg. 
There is a talk of running M. Gustave Droz for 
the Academy, and on account of his new book 
the articles he used to contribute to the Vie 
Parisienne will be forgiven. 

M. Droz is a curious and interesting cha- 
racter. He is the son of Parisian tradespeople 
and the grandson of an official of the Mint during 
the Revolution. He has, in spite of his humble 
origin, aristocratic tastes and the fastidiousness 
of a valetudinarian. The reason is that he is 
an artist. A painter, he used to contribute at 
the outset of his career genre pictures to the 
Salon that excited attention—such as the sign- 
ing of a marriage contract in a Parisian sacristy, 
or old émigrés promenading their sorrows and 
their recollections (already !) in some back street 
at Coblence. Then one fine day he took up 
his pen, related his family experiences, the 
sensations of a father before the cradle of his 
new-born son, and he published that charming 
and now celebrated book ‘Monsieur, Madame, 
et Bébé.’ 

How far off that time seems to-day! Now 
Monsieur writes in an agonized but ever refined 
strain his ‘Tristesses et Sourires,’ and Bébé 
grown big, Bébé grown a man and soldier, 
has published anonymously quite a noticeable 
volume, ‘Les Lettres d'un Dragon,’ which 
have but one fault, that is to say, they are 
already as free from illusions as the ‘ Tristesses 
et Sourires’ of his father. M. Paul Droz has 
summarized in this volume the impressions, 
slightly pessimist, of a volunteer of a year in 
a cavalry regiment. M. Gustave Droz ex- 
presses in the confidences of an old dowager all 
that his fastidious organization has endured for 
several years. M. Droz, a prey, in short, to 
weariness, and feeling the need of entire solitude, 
has retired from the Parisian world, and lives in 
the country in an old abbey which he amuses 
himself with restoring. He is rich; he can at 
his pleasure employ carvers and workers in 
stained glass. He looks after his works him- 
self, and will not ruin himself like Walter 
Scott. Meanwhile, he commits his impres- 
sions to paper. He looks at modern society 
through the spectacles of the dowager. The 
glasses of the amiable grande dame would seem 
to be as black as those with which one is taught 
to look at an eclipse. 

In fact, the old woman would declare that it 
is the eclipse of a society that she and we are 
witnessing. Well, it is possible ; and neither 
she nor we have any power in the matter. If 
there be danger, as M. Gustave Droz believes 
and would have his readers believe, would not 





it be best to act instead of lamenting? I imagine 
to myself, during a shipwreck, an old lady on the 
deck of the vessel, beaten by the waves, saying, 
as she shakes her head, ‘‘ What folly to leave 
one’s home and put tosea! The fireside is so 
cosy ; one is so comfortable in the old ancestral 
chateau. The wind that whistles down the 
chimney, instead of threatening you with death, 
seems to sing aristocratic legends to you,” &e.; 
and during this melancholy tirade the sailors 
at their work pant for breath, toil, and save the 
vessel, 

After all, the ‘Tristesses et Sourires’ of M. 
Droz and his grandmother are such as give 
pleasure, and since they flatter the apprehensions 
of the discontented and enrich the publisher, 
Victor Havard, all goes well and will be per- 
fect, especially for M. Droz, if they secure M. 
Droz the entry into the Academy. 

It seems to me that the Academy is again 
growing more and more the fashion, and in 
France it is well, even for an institution that 
has lasted for centuries, to be the fashion. The 
meeting of Friday last, at which M. Alfred 
Mézitres received M. Charles de Mazade, and 
both of them embalmed M. de Champigny, was 
not particularly inviting. The deceased was 
not remarkably illustrious ; still M. de Mazade 
showed so much tact, and M. Mézitres delivered 
a discourse soexcellent, speaking of every conceiv- 
able topic—except, perhaps, M. de Champigny — 
that the audience, all things considered, found 
the whole affair quite interesting. By getting 
cheered himself M. Mézitres won applause for 
General Chanzy, Gambetta, and the Duc 
d’Aumale. The cheers which greeted the name 
of the duke were particularly warm and pro- 
longed. Had the ducal Academician been pre- 
sent the public that filled the hemicycle would 
have bestowed quite an ovation on him. It is 
as well that he was not, however. There are 
some people who thirst after noise, others who 
avoid it with dexterity. 

Those who like an uproar have had plenty 
of it at the Vaudeville. The play of M. Daudet 
and M. Delair has provoked passionate and 
unruly demonstrations. The white -chokered 
public of the theatre hissed as the ribald public 
of the streets had hissed the King of Spain. In 
both cases the hisses prove nothing, except that 
one ought not to introduce on the stage, any 
more than into foreign relations, the passions 
or hatreds that may excite us in private. 
The political theatre has no doubt its value, but 
it has also its dangers, which are terrible. It is 
always perilous to recall the scenes of the day 
to people who come to the theatre to forget 
them, or at any rate it is needful to place at so 
complete a distance the point of view that the 
choice allows everything to be seen. What is 
better contrived, for example, to excite the anger 
of the friends of order than the piece of M. 
Coppée’s, ‘Severo Torelli,’ in which the poet 
renders palatable and almost desirable the 
murder of a tyrant by his son? But the cha- 
racters in the play wear Florentine costumes of 
the gone-by time which M. Droz’s dowager re- 
grets; they are not dressed in black coats, 
like your neighbours in the stalls, the terrible 
contemporary question is avoided, and Severo 
Torelli may insult and stab Barnabo at his ease. 
The public will see no personalities in the doublet 
of the tyrant of Pisa. 

‘Severo Torelli’ is a decided success, and the 
Odéon, which has been sneered at as out of the 
way, is found quite within easy distance by that 
boulevard which is the heart of Paris. After‘ For- 
mosa,’ ‘Severo Torelli’; after‘Severo,’‘Cromwell.’ 
This very evening M. Auguste Vacquerie gives 
a dinner at the Hétel Continental to celebrate 
the hundredth performance of his fine drama 
‘Formosa.’ It is hoped that Victor Hugo will 
be present, and that M. de la Ronnat will be 
able to induce the great poet to alter an unex- 

ected decision. It was only on the advice of 

is friends that Victor Hugo resolved some 
months ago, before setting out for Switzerland,

to give ‘Cromwell’ at the Odéon. ‘ Cromwell’ 
is a masterly book which contains a masterly 
play ; but Victor Hugo always refused hitherto 
to extract a drama from the volume. It is a 
curious fact that Talma, when an old man, asked 
Victor Hugo, then quite young, to arrange 
‘Cromwell’ for the stage. ‘‘ It is the last cha- 
racter I should like to play,” said the great 
tragedian. After having won his fame in the 
classical répertoire Talma wished to gain the 
applause of the young in the romantic drama. 
Victor Hugo had promised to attempt the task 
when Talma died. ‘Cromwell’ remained a 
book. Last year M. Paul Meurice under- 
took to adapt ‘Cromwell’ for the theatre. 
He set himself to work with pious devo- 
tion, and the Odéon had a right to count 
on this literary prize. It is asserted now that 
Victor Hugo hesitates. I have often heard 
him say that he did not wish during his life- 
time to give any unpublished piece to the 
stage. But ‘Cromwell’ is not unpublished, 
and it is to be hoped that at the banquet 
given in honour of ‘ Formosa’ the guests will 
make him sce that he is destined with ‘Crom- 
well’ to renew the plaudits that greeted ‘ Her- 
nani.’ 

Nothing can rival, there is no need for me 
to tell you, the authority which the veteran of 
eighty-two wields in France. Itis a sovereignty 
of white locks. At the Thédtre Italien the other 
evening, when there was a gala performance 
of ‘Simone Boccanegra’ of Verdi, it was not at 
the chief of the state that people stared, it was 
at the chief of literature. The opera-glasses 
were directed not at M. Jules Grévy, but 
at Victor Hugo. We have, in spite of our 
passion for equality, respect and admiration for 
what is great; and after making life senators 
of useful people like worthy M. Jean Macé, 
the author of ‘L’Histoire d’une Bouchée de 
Pain,’ it is not impossible that we may accord 
the same honour some day to M. Renan, who 
is bidden stand over, I know not why, unless 
because he is eminent. 

What is certain is that your England gave us 
in this matter a good example, and that in Paris, 
as in London, we shall take the peerage of Mr. 
Tennyson as a compliment paid to the other 
reine en exil which is called Poetry.

Literary Ghossip. 


Mr. A. A. Warts has finished his bio- 
graphy of his father, Alaric Watts, which 
will be published in January. In it will 
be found some striking letters of Coleridge 
and some curious correspondence of Words- 
worth’s. In 1825 Wordsworth was dis- 
satisfied with Longman, who was then his 
publisher, and after a fruitless negotiation 
with Murray he commissioned Mr. Watts 
to make an arrangement with Hurst & 
Robinson. Watts was shrewd enough, how- 
ever, to suspect the solvency of that firm, 
and managed to delay matters, in spite of 
Wordsworth’s impatience, till the crash 
took place. The correspondence is of in- 
terest as showing the profits Wordsworth 
then made from his poetry. There is also 
an account of the literary and artistic society 
of Paris in the early days of Romanticism, 
Watts having gone over in 1830 on business 
connected with the ‘ Literary Souvenir.’

Mr. Watrer Herries Portock has 
written an article, which will shortly appear 
in the Century Magazine, on ‘ Thackeray as a 
Caricaturist,’ and this will be illustrated 





by some hitherto unpublished drawings by 
Thackeray in the collection of Sir Frederick 
Pollock. Messrs. Smith, Elder & Co., with- 
out whose permission no posthumous produc- 
tion of Thackeray’s can be published in this 
country, have very kindly granted their 
sanction on this particular occasion. Among 
the most interesting of these drawings is one 
of the late James Spedding, reading and 
shading his eyes from the heat of a moderator 
lamp. 

Mr. Davin Doveras will publish the 
English edition of a work on ‘Sport with 
Gun and Rod in American Woods and 
Waters,’ edited by Prof. Alfred M. Mayer. 
The nucleus of the book is the series of 
sporting papers which has been running for 
the past few years in Sceribner’s Monthly 
and the Century Magazine. This has been 
supplemented by additional matter. The 
editor contributes several papers relating to 
the historical side of the subject, such as 
‘‘ Prehistoric Hunting,” ‘‘ The Blow-Gun,” 
“The Evolution of the Shot-Gun,” &c., as 
well as more practical articles on ‘‘ Bob 
White, the Game Bird of America,” “ Rail- 
Shooting,” &c. In the department of 
‘Large Game’ General Lew Wallace con- 
tributes an account of a buffalo hunt in 
Northern Mexico, Mr. C. C. Ward writes of 
sport in the Canadian provinces and the 
Maine woods, the Earl of Dunraven narrates 
some of his American adventures, Mr. 
W. M. Laffan describes ‘‘ Deer - Hunting 
in Michigan,” while’ Lieut. Schwatka, of 
Arctic fame, describes a ‘‘ Musk-Ox Hunt.” 
In the department devoted to fish are 
articles by Dr. James A. Henshal, author of 
‘ Book of the Black Bass’; Mr. T. Norris, 
author of ‘American Angler’s Book’; and 
Mr. John Burroughs contributes a paper on 
‘“‘ The Halcyon in Canada.” Under the head- 
ing of ‘‘ Feathered Game ”’ there are articles 
on woodcock and on snipe shooting by the 
editor of orest and Stream; on grouse 
shooting, by Mr. C. E. Whitehead; and 
other essays. There is also an article on 
‘‘ Taxidermy,” by Mr. F. A. Lucas, of the 
Smithsonian Institution. Much attention 
has been paid to the illustrations, which, 
judging by the specimens, will be unusually 
good. 

To-pay being the two hundredth anni- 
versary of the death of Izaak Walton, Mr. 
Satchell will commemorate the event by 
publishing a new edition of Mr. Westwood’s 
‘Chronicle of the Compleat Angler,’ con- 
siderably enlarged by the author—a book 
which, though dealing with such un- 
promising material as a list of editions, 
has been made singularly pleasant by the 
ability of the writer. Ninety-seven editions 
are now described, and as a tribute to the 
author of a simple pastoral the volume 
stands, perhaps, alone. 

Messrs. GzorcE Rovrtepce & Sons are 
about to issue a new edition of Lord Lytton’s 
novels in monthly volumes, to be called 
“The Caxton Edition,” at five shillings a 
volume.

As 
Constantinople has long been a centre of 
resort for the learned of Kastern Turkistan, it 
may be possible to have a search made in old 
libraries for Jaghatai MSS. Vambéry found 
some, and Prof. Ethé, of Aberystwyth, re- 
ported to the last Oriental Congress a new 
text in Jaghatai, which he proposes to pub- 
lish. It may be noted that Yakoob Beg, 
the envoy from Yarkand to this country, 
and one of the few survivors of the struggle 
for Turki independence, is now living in 
Anatolia on a property given him by the 
Sultan. 

Tne death is announced of Swami 
Dyanund Saraswati, a well-known Sanskrit 
scholar and the founder of the Arya Somaj 
in India. 

Unver the editorship of Dr. William 
Hand Browne, whose ‘Life of Alexander 
Stephens,’ Vice-President of the Confederate 
States, was warmly praised in the Atheneum, 
the first volume of ‘The Maryland State 
Journals’ has just been printed. This 
Volume, containing enactments dating back 





to the first half of the seventeenth century, 
furnishes exact transcripts of many docu- 
ments of historic value, some of which were 
supplied through the kindly co-operation of 
Mr. Noel Sainsbury, of the Record Office. 
WE regret to hear of the death of Mr. Isaac 
Slater, of Manchester well known as the 
printer and publisher of directories of Scot- 
land, Ireland, Lancashire and other English 
counties.

A new three-volume novel, entitled ‘Tho 
Last Call,’ by Mr. Richard Dowling, will be 
published next month by Messrs. Tinsley 
Brothers. The same publishers have in the 
press a new novel by Mrs. O’Shea Dillon, en- 
titled ‘ Dark Rosaleen.’ Mr. Baring Gould’s 
striking novel ‘Mehalah’ has attained the 
honour of a half-crown edition. 


Tue Revue des Autographes says that M. 
Arrigoni, a Milan antiquary, has discovered 
some five-and-twenty manuscripts ranging 
from the eleventh century to the fourteenth, 
which, he says, must have belonged to 
Petrarch. One, at least, is declared to contain 
autograph notes of the poet. They are said 
to have been given by Petrarch to the 
Carthusians of Garegnano.

Report on the Scientific Results of the Voyage 
of H.M.8. Challenger.—Zoology. Vols. VI. 
and VII. (Published by Order of Her 
Majesty’s Government.)

Tue seventh volume contains four memoirs, 

of which the first embodies the results of a 

careful examination of the anatomical struc- 

ture of penguins by Prof. Morrison Watson, 
of the Owens College, Manchester. From 
his investigations on the remarkable extinct 
tooth - bearing birds of North America, 

Prof. Marsh is inclined, with many other 

naturalists, to look to water birds for traces 

of antiquity in structure and clues to assist 
in explaining the connexion between the 

Odontorinthes and recent birds, and the 

penguins are, from the peculiar structure 

of their metatarsus, more likely than any 
others to yield interesting results in this 
direction. Great things may be expected 
from an investigation of their development, 
and very interesting results were expected 
from the investigation of a series of penguin 





chicks in the egg brought home by the 
Challenger. It will therefore be learnt 
with great regret that on examination of 
the eggs Prof. Watson found them all too 
far advanced to be worth working at. 
However, the next best thing to an account 
of the development is a detailed account of 
the anatomy of adult penguins, and this is 
given in the memoir for examples of four 
genera — Eudyptes, Spheniscus, Pygosceles, 
and Aptenodytes, the two latter of which 
the author considers with Coues should be 
united, as they do not differ in any im- 
portant anatomical point. He throws con- 
siderable doubt, on similar grounds, on the 
distinctness of the two species of the genus 
Eudyptes, E. chrysocome and EF. chrysolophus, 
regarding the latter as the most aberrant 
variety of the former, which is about 
to cross the boundary line and become a 
distinct species. The two jackass penguins 
of the opposite sides of the South Atlantic, 
Spheniscus demersus and S. magellanicis, are 
similarly relegated to one species. 

The memoir closes with an interesting 
discussion on the origin of the penguins, 
and a summary of their anatomical pecu- 
liarities. The author concludes that they 
are of very ancient descent, from primitive 
birds with wings already so far developed 
as to be used in flight, for the penguin’s wing 
has tendons representative of nearly all the 
muscles of flight in normal birds. It is, 
therefore, useless to seek for alliances be- 
tween them and recent birds; it is only by 
the future discovery of fossil Spheniscide 
and their progenitors that their pedigree 
willever be satisfactorily traced. The memoir 
is most masterly. 

The second memoiris onthe pelagic Hemi- 
ptera collected during the voyage, the curious 
insects—allied to ydrometra, which jerks 
itself along the surfaces of our ponds—which 
constitute the genera ulobates and Haloba- 
todes. These are the only truly pelagic in- 
sects. Many ofthem are found atimmense dis- 
tances from land, spending their entire exist- 
ence in the most remote parts of the ocean. A 
monograph on these oceanic bugs was much 
wanted, and it is here supplied by Dr. 
Buchanan White, who has collected all the 
material available from all sources, and in- 
vestigated it in combination with that pro- 
cured by the expedition. He makes out 
eleven species of J/alobates and four of his 
new genus Halobatodes. Very little is known 
of the habits of these insects. One species, 
Halobates willersdorfii, is abundant in the 
North Atlantic, and occurs also in the South 
Atlantic, Indian, and Pacific Oceans —an 
enormous range. Several of the species, 
especially those frequenting coast regions, 
are very limited in their distribution. The 
genus /Zalobates appears to have originated 
in the Western Pacific, and to have been 
distributed thence by ocean currents. 

The third memoir is the first instalment 
of the report on the Hydroida, viz., that on 
the Plumularide by Prof. Allman, than 
whom no higher authority on the subject 
exists. The Plumularide form a consider- 
able proportion of the total Hydroida dredged 
by the expedition. By far the greater 
part of the species are new, and a large 
number require to be placed in new genera. 
Many of these new genera are of great in- 
terest, and throw important light on the 
external morphology of the group, aiding in 
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the explanation of the significance of struc- 
tures hitherto enigmatical. The results at- 
tained from them are discussed in a section 
entitled ‘‘ General Morphology of the Plu- 
mularide,” which is full of interest for the 
professed zoologist. Out of all the species 
described, the only one which can be identi- 
fied with one occurring in European seas is 
Cladocarpus formosus—a very well marked 
species, which was originally dredged by the 
Porcupine to the north of Scotland, and was 
found by the Challenger off Japan, but as 
yet is not known to occur at any intermediate 
locality. Yet it is not, as might be expected, 
from very deep water, occurring off Scotland 
in from 167 to 632 fathoms only, and off 
Japan in from 420 to 775 fathoms. The 
greatest depth from which any plumularian 
has as yet been obtained is only 900 fathoms. 
The Plumularide attain their greatest de- 
velopment in the tropical and sub-tropical 
regions of both hemispheres, and within this 
area appear to have two centres of maximum 
development — one around the Philippines 
and East Indian Archipelago, and another 
around the West Indies. The largest known 
colonies occur in these localities, and Semper 
_tells us that the natives of the Philippines 
regard with dread, in consequence of their 
formidable stinging powers, some of the great 
lumularians which occur round their shores. 
n one species, Lytocarpus secundus, dredged 
off Zamboangan, Philippines, in ten fathoms, 
and also occurring at the Pellew Islands, 
the colony attains a height of more than 
two feet and a half. 

The volume closes with a treatise on the 
specimens of the genus of Foraminifera 
Orbitolites, by the distinguished investi- 
gator of the structure of the Foraminifera 
generally, Dr. W. B. Carpenter, who was 
the first to give any adequate account 
of the structure of this genus. It is a 
remarkable fact that it seems impossible 
to detect any trace of a nucleus or nuclei 
in the sarcodic bodies of the larger species 
of Orbitolites, whereas in Globigerina, Spi- 
roloculina, and other marine polythalamous 
forms nuclei have been clearly demonstrated, 
and yet Dr. Carpenter has made out several 
nuclear-looking bodies—which correspond 
in size and appearance with the nuclei de- 
scribed by Hertwig in Jfcrogromia—in the 
smaller deep-sea Orbitolites tenuissima. The 
absence of all trace of nuclei in such a 
formas Orbitolites complanata, which reaches 
the size of nearly an inch in diameter, is 
certainly remarkable, and strong additional 
evidence against the assignment of high 
classificatory importance to the presence 
or absence of a nucleus in the lower forms 
of life. 

We cannot follow the author through his 
interesting ‘‘ Concluding Summary, with a 
Study of the Theory of Descent,” in which it 
is shown how remarkably the members of 
the group of the Foraminifera are adapted 
for the study of the theory of descent, since 
the problem of genetic relationship is in 
them represented in almost its simplest 
terms. We will merely in conclusion quote 


three sentences in which he sets forth special 
advantages which the group presents for 
the particular study, as follows :— 

‘First, that the remoter ancestry, instead of 
being indicated (as it commonly is in the deve- 
lopmental history of the higher organisms) by 
obscure and transitory phases, is here distinctly 





represented in the earlier stages of the completed 
form. 

‘* Second, that all these ancestral types are still 
living ; and that so far as we know the external 
conditions of their existence, they are precisely 
the same as those of the completed form. 

‘« Third, that the absence of any distinguishable 
differentiation in the parts of the sarcodic body 
of even the most complex orbitolines seems 
to make their physiological relation to their 
‘environment’ precisely the same as that still 
held by the whole series of ancestral forms.” 








FOSSIL GREASE. 

Wirn great respect to the authority of the 
writer of the notice about the mastodon grease 
found in the marshes of Indiana, I do not 
believe that such preservation under all circum- 
stances indicates age. Near Rathkeale, co. 
Limerick, I found in one place the so-called 
‘mineral pitch” in fossils of the carboniferous 
limestone age. This in reality, although per- 
fectly black in colour, was only grease ; and I 
regret to say, out of the numerous specimens I 
got, I do not think one now remains, as all melted 
away. The same strata preserved most beauti- 
fully the original colours of the shells ; these, 
however, also disappeared in a few days. To 
give an example: aman that was collecting for me 
(a railway navvy) said he had a beautiful coloured 
shell that had come direct from the sea, but 
when he opened the paper in which he had 
it carefully wrapped up not a trace of colour 
could be seen, while coloured specimens that I 
myself had broken out lost their colour in a few 
days. ~ 
In regard to the grease, there is the Irish 
** bog butter,” so very common in some peats, 
In some it is perfectly mineralized and perfectly 
useless, while perhaps in the same bog, in a 
lower stratum, there may be ‘‘ bog butter” quite 
friable and capable of being used as grease for 
ordinary purposes. I have even heard that it 
has been used for cooking purposes, but of this 
I never could get authentic proofs. 

This leads on to the very questionable 
statement as to the age in which iron was first 
known, and here, as with the grease, I would 
say appearances are deceptive. In the troubled 
times, in a bog belonging to my grandfather, a 
lot of guns, pikes, and such like were buried ; 
when the times turned the hider, who had gone 
to America, told the exact place where the 
arms were to be got, but nothing but cores of 
iron rewarded the explorers. Similarly when 
I have been excavating crannogs I have passed 
through the recent strata and the strata that 
ought to be called the ‘‘ bronze age” into much 
more ancient accumulations, in which I could lift 
nothing but stone or bone implements, but at 
the same time I found cores of oxide of iron thai 
must have been the records of iron implements, 

I cannot, therefore, put implicit faith in ap- 
pearances ; in fact, I could bring forward many 
arguments against them but that they would 
occupy too much space.

_SOcIETY OF ANTIQUARIES.—Dec. 6.—Mr. J. Evans 
V.P., in the chair.—Earl Perey, M.P., was proposed 
and elected a Fellow, under the provisions of the 
statutes, chap. i. § v—Mr. E. Green exhibited (h 
permission of Lady A. Gordon Lennox) a silver pe 
and signet of Richard Townley (born 1628, od, 1706) 
of the Lancashire family of that name.—Mr, R, s’ 
Ferguson exhibited two portions of a large stone 
mould for casting a bronze spear-head of the leaf. 
shaped type. It had been found last summer ata 
village called Croglin in Kast Cumberland. Each 
os was 18 inches long by 3} broad and 23 deep 
t appeared to be of a very fine sandstone, almost 
like honestone. Somewhat similar portions of a set 
of moulds, which had been used for celts ag well as 
spear-heads, were found some years ago in the western 
part of the Isle of Anglesey, and are described and 
figured in the Archeological Journal, vol. iii, p,257 
Another set was discovered in Devonshire (Archeo- 
logical Journal, vol. ix. p. 185). They have also been 
found in Ireland (Arche@ologia, xv. 384) and in Scot- 
land. It is curious that they have not been found 
more frequently. Mr. Ferguson also exhibited a 
small bronze lamp which had been dug upin English 
Street, Carlisle. It represented the head of Hercules 
in the skin of the Nemean lion. It was 2% inches 
long.—The Rey. J. Beck exhibited, by permission 
of Mr. Manfred Biddell, a Saxon sword - knife or 
scramma-scax, in very tine preservation, 32 inches 
in length, with a straight edge and the back bevelled 
off gradually towards the point. It had been dis. 
covered by Mr. Biddell near Little Bealings, Suffolk, 
—Mr. W. Money communicated an account of the 
opening of two out of agroup of the so-called Seven 
jarrows at Litchfield, Hants. They appeared to 
have been previously opened, and, in any case, 
yielded very insignificant results, such as a few bones, 
flint chips, and shards of pottery.—Mr. J. Rutland 
laid before the meeting a paper on the Taplow “ find,” 
Mr. Rutland having been authorized by the lord of 
the manor and by the Rector of Taplow to conduct 
the excavation, it was thought fitting by the Society 
of Antiquaries that he should give his own account 
of the matter. Some of the most interesting of the 
objects found were exhibited,and a glance at them 
entirely dispelled the notion, which had obtained 
currency through the daily and illustrated journals, 
that they had anything whatever to do with a 
Viking’s grave. They were unquestionably Anglo- 
Saxon.— When Mr. Rutland had concluded his 
remarks, Mr. A. W. Franks observed that Saxon 
barrows of a size so large as the Taplow barrow— 
13 feet high and about 250feet in circumference— 
were of great rarity,and this would ordinarily warrant 
the presumption that the barrow had originally been 
British. In this case, however, the Saxon interment 
was “primary.” It was true that flint flakes and 
fragments of pottery (some Roman, some late Celtic) 
had been A svenen| during the excavation, but only 
in the mould which had been heaped up over the 
grave, not in the grave itself. It was evident that 
the earth of which the barrow was composed had 
been saturated with such objects before the barrow 
was heaped up. In this opinion—viz., that the barrow 
was purely and simply Anglo-Saxon—Canon Green- 
well had expressed his concurrence. Not a trace of 
anything Danish or Scandinavian had been found 
there. Glass vases like that exhibited this evening 
had been found in Kent,in Norman@y, and at Selzen, 
but no glass vessel had been found in Scandinavian 
interments. One of the most curious objects was 
the very remarkable and rare specimen of a drink- 
ing horn, mounted, lip and tip, with silver. The 
person interred was evidently some one of rank and 
distinction, from the natare, number, and value of 
the objects buried with him, There were the re- 
mains of two shields—a most unusual occurrence. 
Unusual, too, was the absence of any trace of 4 
brooch. There were two gold buckles, one of which 
was ornamented with garnets, and both had a dis- 
tinctly Saxon pattern. The whole character of the 
interment and of the objects found pointed to the 
south of England. It is not impossible that the 
associations connected with this barrow may have 
led to the erection of the old church in its immediate 
vicinity. This church was taken down in 1827. 





BRITISH ARCHZOLOGICAL ASSOCIATION.—Dee.). 
—Mr.'T. Morgan in the chair.—Mr, E. Way described 
aseries of ancient relics from Southwark, of dates 
varying from Roman times to the seventeenth cel- 
tury, found on a single site during recent excavi- 
tions.—Mr. R. Allen exhibited some elegantly worked 
spice-graters of boxwood.—Mr. Lewis sent for ex 
hibition severai capital photographs of the remark- 
able Roman baths recently excavated at Bath. These 
show to great advantage the massive piers of the 
ancient work, with their mouldei bages and the 
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between them leading down to the largest 
path. Some of the architectural detail found is of 
reat beauty.—Mr. C. H. Compton referred to the 
ae of working the flint decorations of the 
churches of Norfolk and Suffolk, illustrating his 
remarks by photographs of specimens at Cromer 
Church, where the flint work is laid with great 
regularity and with very close joints, the flint being 
cut square with remarkable precision—Mr. L, 
Brock exbibited a silver-gilt royalist badge, having 
on the obverse the side-face of Charles I., and on the 
reverse the arms of England, &c., quarterly in en- 
raved work.—A résumé of the recent Congress at 
Dover was then read by the Chairman, in which 
many interesting details were given of the results 
not only of the visits to Canterbury and the places 
in the neighbourhood of Dover, but of those to 
Calais, Abbeville, and Amiens.—The second paper 
was by Mr. Compton, ‘On the Remains of Bramble- 
tye House. After tracing the descent of the 
manor from a times, the author reviewed the 
evidence of the house having been erected by Sir 
H. Compton, temp. James I., and pointed out some 
inaccuracies in Horsley’s ‘Sussex’ with respect to 
the children of Sir Henry. The evidences of the 
erection are much assisted by various armorial de- 
vices and initials which still remain in the ruins ; 
and the importance of the use of such aids to his- 
tory in our buildings was dwelt upon. The paper 
did not conclude without well-deserved praise of 
the now little-known romance which bears the title 
of the house. 


ARCHEOLOGICAL INSTITUTE.—Dec. 6.—The Rev. 
Sir T. Baker, Bart., in the chair.—The Rev. J. Hirst 
read a paper ‘On the Methods used by the Romans 
for extinguishing Conflagrations.’ After instancing 
the discoveries of the “excubitoria,” or guardhouses, 
of the “vigiles,” or firemen of the city of Rome, made 
in 1820, 1858, 1866, 1873, and in August of the present 
year, it was briefly shown what light was thereby 
thrown on the organization and tactics of that use- 
fulcorps. The greater part of Mr. Hirst’s paper was 
devoted to illustrating by numerous quotations from 
the Greek and Latin classics the sparse allusions 
that can alone be gathered from ancient authors 
and.from‘chance inscriptions as to the use made by 
the Roman firemen (of whom there were 7,000) of 
cloths wetted with water or steeped in vinegar, of 
the double-action forcing pump called “sipho,” of 
ladders, of axes, of poles, and of water uckets. 
Great-use seems to have been made by the Roman 
firemen of esparto grass, procured, says Pliny, from 
Spain, but for what purpose is unknown. In con- 
clusion attention was drawn to some“ graffiti” in- 
scriptions, made as an idle freak by some Roman 
firemen on the walls of the Transtiberine guardhonse 
recently discovered, which reveal the names of two 
of the lower officials of the corps not hitherto 
known, and about the interpretation of which the 
learned differ.—The Rev. E. McClure read a paper 
‘On Celtic and Anglo-Saxon Personal Nomenclature,’ 
—Mrs.Kerr exhibited two sheriffs’ writs for the 
county of Oxford, with the great seals of Oliver and 
Richard Cromwell respectively —Mr. W. G. Lewis 
sent-full-sized drawings of an early fifteenth century 
bascinet, which had been adapted forse in the six- 
teenth century. This is now preserved in Harefield 
Church. Mr. Lewis also exhibited: some rubbings of 
brasses in the same church.—Miss L. Wall sent some 
drawings’ of the ancient inn at Sunning*Hill, now 
threatened with demolition.

Travancore, and Messrs. C. A. Barber, E. Bos- 
tock, H. Friend, J. Hannington, J. 8S. Hicks, 
J, Richardson, R. Tate, an H. Tisdall were 


elected Fellows——Mr, B. D. Jackson exhibited a 
specimen of “ Mexican whisks,” known also in the 
London market as “chien-dent,” which are now 
imported in considerable quantity from the vicinity 
of La Puebla, in Mexico. It is believed to be derived 
from a species of Andropogon, but is in bulk coarser 
than the similar material from Southern Europe, 
obtained from Andropogon gryllus, and finer than 
the species of Panicum rant in India for brushes. 
—Mr. A, Bennett exhibited a specimen of Carex 
ligerica gathered by Mr. Cunnack on the Scilly 
Isles (Cornwall), and believed by him to be a sterile 
form of C. arenaria, but identified as C. ligerica by 
Prof. Babington, and therefore new to Britain. Mr, 
Bennett also drew attention to locally so-called 
‘vegetable hedgehogs,” these being agglomerated 
larch leaves (having some resemblance to a rolled 
hedgehog) found in the Shropshire meres—A 
number of Lepidoptera from the district of George- 
town, Colorado, and a few from Missouri were 
exhibited by Mr. E. Jacob, who had collected them 
while engaged in the U.S.A. Geological Survey in 
the above-mentioned districts, 1880-81.—A series of 
dried plants from Australia were’ shown on behalf 
of Mr. J. Robertson.—Mr. C. Darwin’s paper ‘On 
Instinct’ (referred to in our last week’s issue) was 





then read by the Zoological Secretary, and an im- 
portant discussion followed, in which Mr. Wallace, 
Profs. Huxley, Allman, Mivart, Foster, and Lan- 
kester, Mr. Seebohm, and others, took part. 





ZOOLOGICAL.— Dec, 4.—Prof. W. H. Flower, Pre- 
sident, in-the chair.—Mr. P. Crowley exhibited and 
made remarks on an egg of a bower-bird from 
Southern New Guinea, supposed to be that of 
Chiamydodera cerviniventris.—Sir J. Fayrer_ ex- 
hibited a shed deer-horn, apparently gnawed by 
other deer.—Mr. Sclater exhibited, on the part of 
Dr. G. Bennett, four skins of a species of paradise bird 
of the genus Drepanornis, obtained in the vicinity 
of Port Moresby, in Southern New Guinea. Mr. 
Sclater considered this form to be only subspeci- 
fically different from D. albertisi of North-Eastern 
New Guinea.—Mr. W. Burton exhibited a supposed 
hybrid between a male blackcock and a hen phea- 
sant.—Mr. R. B. Sharpe gave descriptions of some 
new species of flower-peckers, viz., Diceum sulaense, 
from the Sulu Islands; D. pulchrius, from South- 
East New Guinea; and D. tristrami, from the Solo- 
mon Islands. The author added some critical notes 
on other species of Diceum and Prionochilus,— 
Papers were read: by Mr. J. B. Sutton, ‘on the 
diseases of monkeys dying in the Society’s gardens, 
on which he gave many interesting details, and 
called special attention to the prevalence of the 
belief that monkeys in confinement generally die 
of tuberculosis, owes that such is not really 
the case,—by Mr. H. O. Forbes,‘On the Peculiar 
Habits of a Spider ( Thomisus mags as observed 
by him in Sumatra,’— by Mr. Forbes, ‘On some Rare 
Birds from the Moluccas and from Timor-Laut’ ; to 
this the author added the description of a new 


species of ground-thrush from Timor-Laut, which . 


he proposed to call Geocichla machiki, in acknow- 
ledgment of services rendered to him by Dr. J. 
Machik in Sumatra,—from Prof. J. von Haast, ‘ On 
Ziphius (Epiodon) nove-zealandia, in continuation 
of a former paper read before the Society on the 
same subject,—from Prof. Haast, ‘On a large 
Southern Rorqual, Physalus (Balenoptera) austra- 
lis,’ which had been washed ashore dead on the New 
Brighton beach about five miles from Christchurch, 
New Zealand; Prof. Haast was doubtful as to the 
distinctness of this animal from Balenoptera mus- 
culus of the Northern Atlantic,—_and by Mr. G, F. 
Angas, ‘On the Terrestrial Mollusca of Dominica 
collected during a Kecent Visit to that Island.’ 


CHEMICAL.—Dec. 6.—Dr. Perkin, President, in 
the chair.—The following gentlemen were elected 
Fellows: Kamchundra Datta, Messrs. F. A. Blair, 
T. J. Barr, C. J. Baker, L. Briant, R. G. Durrant, 
L. L. Garbutt, A. E. Harris, T. Hart, W. Irwin, 8, 
Johnson, R. Jackson, H. C. Lee, W. H. Martin, C. E, 
Potter, B. M. K. Rogers, C. W. Stephens, P. H. 
Wright, H. A. Wetzel, and W. G. Whittam.—The 
following papers were read : ‘ On the Constitution of 
the Fulminates,’ by Messrs. E. Divers and M. Kawa- 
kita. When moist mercury fulminate is treated with 
strong hydrochloric acid, hydroxyammonium chlo- 
ride and much hydrocyanic acid are formed ; if the 
fulminate be dry no prussic acid is formed. The 
carbon is completely converted into formic acid. 
No oxalic acid is produced.—‘Theory of the Con- 
stitution of the Fulminates,’ by Dr. E. Divers.—‘ On 
Liebig’s Production of Fulminating Silver without 
the Use of Nitric Acid,’ by Messrs. E, Divers and M. 
Kawakita.—t Note on the Constitution of the Ful- 
minates,’ by Dr. H. E. Armstrong.—‘ Experimental 
Investigation on the Value of Iron Sulphate as a 
Manure for certain Crops,’ by Dr. A. B. Griffiths. 
The author obtained from an experimental plot of 
land manured with ferrous sulphate fifty-six bushels 
of beans, a similar plot in its normal state gave thirty- 
five bushels. The plants also contained more iron 
and phosphoric acid in the ash in the first case.

SociETY oF ARTS.—Dec. 10.—Mr. B. F. Cobb in 
he chair.—The second lecture of the first course of 
Cantor Lectures ‘ On the Scientific Basis of Cookery’ 
was delivered by Mr. Mattieu Williams, and was 
devoted to a description of the action of heat on 
albumen, &c., and on the constituents of flesh and 
the nutritive value of its juices.—An exhibition of 
cooking stoves and appliances was opened in con 
nexion with the lectures.

SHORTHAND.— Dec. 5.—Mr. T. A. Reed, President, 
in the chair.— The following new Members were 
elected : Messrs. J. T. White, A. W. Kitson, W. 
Kelk, and H. James.—Mr. F. Turner, barrister-at-law, 
read a paper‘ On the Law of Copyright in Short- 
hand.’ He admitted that doubts had been some- 
times expressed whether such copyright could exist 
at all, and that no case involving the question was 
known to have come beforea court of law. But the 
guiding principle of copyright—that of securing to 
men eminent in literature, art, and invention the 
due reward of their labour, the enjoyment of pro- 
perty which they had made their own, as it were, by 
occupancy of newly discovered territory—appeared 
sufficient to protect the author of a system of short- 
hand as well as the poet, the essayist, or the his- 
torian. Not that there was, or could be, an exclusive 
right to the use of thick or thin strokes, or curves, 
or circles, such as are to be found in long as well as 
in short hand ; but if a man had so formulated a 
eee that it bore the traces of his individual 
thought, labour, research, and experience, there 
seemed neither reason nor peace in refusing the 
protection of the law to work more difficult, and pro- 
bably far more valuable, than court guides, direc- 
tories, illustrated catalogues, and other works pro- 
duced by means almost mechanical.—In the discus- 
sion which followed it was mentioned that J. Weston 
and A. Macaulay had obtained licences from the 
Crown to protect their shorthand systems for 
fourteen years, and that J. Byrom had obtained a 
special Act of Parliament for the protection of his 
system.

Science Gossiy. 


Tue decision of the Senate of Cambridge 
University to appoint a Professor of Pathology 
in the ensuing term, with funds for the main- 
tenance of a pathological laboratory, brings the 
Medical School at Cambridge within measurable 
distance of completeness. A Professor of Surgery 
has recently been added to the staff, and the 
Downing Professor of Medicine’s stipend is 
augmented on condition of his fulfilling the 
conditions of the new statutes. Four university 


| lecturers have also been allotted to the Medical 
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School, and thus the position of medicine in the 
University is strikingly improved. 

THe numerous friends of Commander V. 
Lovett Cameron will learn with much regret 
that, according to the latest advices from the 
Gold Coast, the gallant explorer was lying 
dangerously ill at Axim. Commander Cameron 
ieft England in January last in connexion with 
some of the West African gold mines in which 
he is interested, and during his stay on the Gold 
Coast has been ‘doing good work, in spite of 
many unforeseen difficulties which he has en- 
countered and overcome. 

M. E. Carramuac has communicated to 
the Académie des Sciences of Paris an account 
of old flint mines recently discovered in the 
miocene strata of Mur-de-Barrez, Aveyron, 
which are thought to have been worked by neo- 
lithic miners. 

At Middelburg, in Holland, an international 
exhibition of gas apparatus, machinery, &c., wil 
be opened on the 9th of January next. By 
applying to M. P. Polet, Middelburg, all in- 
formation will be forwarded to foreign exhi- 
ditors. 


Messrs. Siemens AND Hatske, Engineering 
tells us, have ‘‘ applied the dynamo to the venti- 
iation of the Carola pits in Saxony,” that is, they 
have used magnetic electricity to drive a venti- 
lating fan. At the first meeting of the British 
Association at Swansea, Mr. Dillwyn Llewellyn, 
of Penllergare, drove a boat containing the 
writer, the present Judge Grove, and others, on 
the lake in his park, by a machine moved by a 
Grove’s battery, worked a saw-mill, and effected 
some other mechanical movements by the aid of 
electricity. Those early efforts should not be 
forgotten. 

Bereo-Assessor G. Kéx er, in the Berg- und 
Hiittenmiinnische Zeitung, describes a process 
invented by Herr Poetsch, mining engineer, 
Aschersleben, for sinking shafts in watery run- 
ning ground. The method consists in freezing 
the water in that part of the ground which 
the shaft is to occupy into a solid mass, and 
then working the whole out by hand. The 
wet ground is frozen by placing pipes in bore- 
holes, and passing through them a solution 
of the chlorides of magnesium and calcium, 
which reduces the temperature to —35° and 

— 40° Centigrade. 

Mr. Tuomas M. Drown delivered an address 
on technical training before the Alumni Associa- 
tion of Lehigh University, which is printed in 
the Journal of the Franklin Institute for 
November. It is deserving of close attention.

Zhe Organ-Cases and Organs of the Middle 
Ages and Renaissance. By A. G. Hill. 
Illustrated. (Bogue.) 

In spite of the ravages of time and ‘the 

restorer ”’ there are still in the great churches 

of the Continent a sufficient number of large 
organs to permit of the comprehensive study 
of their cases as specimens of architectonic 
design of a very stately and sumptuous 
kind. In this country comparatively little 
attention has been given to works of this 
class. In England there were, says Mr. 
Hill, before the Commonwealth, many fine 








and remarkable organ-cases, although they 
never reached the size of their continental 
rivals; but they were destroyed in compliance 
with Act of Parliament, 1651. Whatever 
damage the Puritans may have done toorgan- 
cases, it is not fair to attribute the blame 
to the Protector himself. It was, of course, 
hatred of Laudian practices which led to the 
destruction of organs. ‘The Organs Eccho to 
the Tune of the Cathedrall Service,’ a satire 
printed and reprinted by thousands in 1641, 
indicated the direction of the tempest. The 
organ was associated with the ‘‘idolatrous” 
proceedings which provoked what was grimly 
called ‘‘a terrible tempest in the see of 
Canterbury,” and to it was due the Act 
of 1651, which commanded the destruction 
of ‘all organs and the frames and cases 
wherein they stand.” They were ‘‘to be 
taken away and utterly defaced, and none 
other hereafter set up in their places.” 
These instruments were replaced by the 
grandiose works of Father Smith, Harris, 
and Byfield, which in their turn have been 
demolished by Wyatt, Scott, and Street. 
This storm was spent long before Cromwell 
had power enough to stop the destruction 
of instruments which he and Milton and 
‘Master Henry Lawes”? loved. 

In modern times ‘‘organ committees” 
have wasted on abnormal numbers of stops 
the money which might have secured better 
instruments and noble cases, such as are 
even now not quite unknown in this country. 
Mr. Hill’s book will promote a taste for im- 
provement in harmony with that increasing 
love of sumptuousness in art which has 
lately grown upamongst us. He rightly re- 
marks that modern Gothic architects disdain 
to adopt as models those ‘ Renaissance” 
(?Rococo) instances which are common in 
this country. Accordingly, he thinks they 
must draw upon their own imaginations for 
Gothic organ-cases, “ forgetting that failure 
in these matters is certain where old ex- 
amples have not been carefully studied.” 
We should be sorry to admit that all our 
modern Gothic architects are incompetent to 
design organ-cases without reference to old 
examples. The study of Gothic art has 
surely got beyond the pattern books. 

Still students should study the examples 
in this book, because it is entirely success- 
ful in showing how well the medieval and 
Renaissance designers ‘‘understood the art 
of producing organ-cases, how well they 
comprehended the nature of the object they 
wished to decorate, and how thoroughly 
consistent (with its character and function) 
their work is in every respect.” In Gothic 
times organ-cases were gloriously decorated 
and most appropriately designed, as the 
case at Chartres serves to show. In the 
early Renaissance period Holbein, when 
in the very prime of his powers, painted 
the case of a stately organ of the Cathe- 
dral of Basle, which is now in the museum 
of that city. Some of the greatest painters 
have decorated domestic instruments with 
their own hands, an instance of which may 
be found in the beautiful panels by A. 
Caracci now in the National Gallery. Burg- 
mair and the elder Holbein painted panels 
for the organ-case in the Annen-Kirche at 
Augsburg. The church at Sion, the Frauen- 
Kirche at Nuremberg, St. George’s at Nord- 
lingen, and one or two more retain their 
painted cases. Remarkable among them is 





the painted case in the church of St. Lawrence 
at Nuremberg. At Hombleux in Picardy ig 
one of the finest Gothic cases in exi 


. . . . stence 
which, like many similar works, has rnd 
ceived Renaissance additions, but the 


medizval portion is superbly graceful, 
Perpignan the beautiful pot ay wr a 
1490, and measuring 23 ft. wide by 45 ft 
high, is on a grand scale, but not unmatched. 
At Bois-le-Duc the organ-case, which wags 
built in 1602, is 100 ft. high. 

Of course some of the oldest cases are 
those of the regals, or hand-organs, which 
are common in illuminations long before 
the end of the fourteenth century. Some 
of these small examples contain the germ 
of the architectural motives developed 
in the earliest works represented here, 
The best portrait of an ancient organ is 
that which we presume to be the oldest— 
the oaken one, which is an exaggerated 
regal, on which, in the picture at Berlin, St. 
Cecilia plays before the angels in the great 
altarpiece of the ‘Mystic Lamb.’ The wing 
adjoining the figure of ‘‘Eva” in the 
upper tier of pictures is thus enriched, and 
it bears the inscription, ‘‘Lavdant evm 
in Cordis et Organo.” We miss a drawing 
of this organ of Van Eyck’s in Mr. Hill’s 
fine series of examples, though it would 
have been an object of interest on its own 
account and as showing the original arrange- 
ment of the pipes, keyboard, and wind-chest 
to be similar to that of the regal. The 
oldest organ proper to which Mr. Hill calls 
attention is that in St. Catherine’s conventual 
church at Sion, here referred to as probably 
earlier than 1390, a year preceding by at 
least a generation that of the finishing 
of the ‘Mystic Lamb.’ We are not con- 
vinced that the Sion organ-case is still in its 
original state. In it the pipes are arranged 
in three groups, consisting of a central 
pedimental body and two loftier side wings. 
Now this is a much more complex disposi- 
tion than that of Van Eyck’s enlarged regal, 
which, be it noticed, is too big to be portable, 
and is supported on strong brackets. When 
additional piping was required it was, we 
know, provided by placing tower-like wings on 
each side of the central group of pipes. The 
architectural ornaments, battlements, cus- 
pidated pediment, and finial of the Sion 
organ are of a style not much earlier, al- 
though it may be much later, than 1590. 
Possibly the ancient organ had none of 
these independent features. Mr. Hill, al- 
though he has not omitted to refer to the 
organ in Van Eyck’s picture, does not 
seem to have studied it very closely. He 
has, doubtless, the evidence of the Sion 
organ’s interior in support of his opinion 
that the arrangement of its pipes is original. 
If so, it is reasonable to conclude that so 
remarkably developed an instrument is by 
no means so old as the altarpiece of the 
‘Lamb,’ in which the heavenly organist is 
the work of the younger Van Eyck. Regals 
continued in use long after this period. 
One of the angels in a rondel of the ‘ Chasse 
de Ste. Ursule,’ ¢. 1490, carries a pretty 
regal. 

About a generation later than this is the 
curious organ-case in Old Radnor Church, of 
which some good outlines are to be seen 
Mr. F. H. Sutton’s ‘Church Organs,’ a book 


we reviewed eleven years ago. It is pecu- 


liarly English in comprising many panels of 
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the napkin pattern ; the details are clumsy 
and provincial, not to say rude, but the 
design in general is completely medizeval. 
Mr. Hill is angry with the modern Gothic 
architects who look with disdain on a Re- 
naissance organ because they think it out of 
keeping with a Gothic church. Mr. Sutton 
solved the difficulty by ingenuously re- 
marking that many fine organ-cases of the 


eighteenth century 


‘are by no means so difficult to convert into 
organs suitable to a Gothic church as is frequently 
supposed. They are very often fine instruments, 
and a little Gothic detail, carefully arranged, 
would frequently make them into organs of great 
beauty.” 

We fear that many a stately organ-case of 
the last and seventeenth centuries has under- 
gone the insertion of not a “little,” but a 
yery great deal of “Gothic detail” of a 
sort. The process is analogous to that which 
the greater number of the Gothic organ- 
cases underwent of old. Renaissance de- 
tails were added, not invariably with evil 
results, while constructional propriety vias 
always observed, and the object was to 
enlarge the powers of the instruments, 
which is more than can be said of modern 
proceedings in the same line. Several 
examples before us illustrate the practice of 
intrusion, and it prevailed to such an extent 
that scarcely any example is known to exist 
which has not been more or less affected 
by it. 

Tt would be puzzling to know what sort 
of Gothic detail Mr. Sutton would think 
beneficial to the nearly perfect design of the 
organ-case at St. Lawrence Jewry. It is 
a most elegant variation of the type pre- 
sented on a much larger scale in Rheims 
Cathedral and at Troyes, but as a work of 
art it is better than either of them, and far 
finer than the much admired example in 
St. Ouen’s at Rouen. The immediate 
pattern of St. Lawrence’s organ-case was 
probably that in the Groote Kerk of St. 
Lawrence at Rotterdam. Seldom was there 
a worse piece of meddling than the addition 
of little two-storied temples (!) on the fine 
towers of the organ at Caudebee, an instru- 
ment which exhibits at least the just prin- 
ciples of design. Nothing more hideous 
has ever been added to an organ thar the 
big crowns on the summits of the front 
towers of the organ in King’s College Chapel, 
Cambridge, which is figured here in a very 
neat and clear manner. Not a few of the 
incongruous elements which surmount old 
organs are intrusions of this sort. While 
the cases themselves are generally stately 
specimens of the later Renaissance mode 
of design, their crowning features are 
mere paganisms, quite out of keeping 
with the designs they deface. For ex- 
ample, the tent-like pyramids elevated over 
classic porticoes on the tops of the towers 
of the otherwise beautiful organ-case in St. 
Bertrand de Comminges, in the Pyrenees, 
¢. 1500, are in the taste of at least one 
hundred and twenty years later. The instru- 
ment at Acre-sur-la-Lys, near St. Omer, is 
crowned by hideous pseudo-temples. These, 
like most of the additions here condemned, 
are in that gaudy taste of the Jesuits which 
defaced so many noble monumerts of pure 
art. The big statues and foolish genii 
which surmount the organs at St. Omer and 
St. Sauveur at Bruges are mere Jesuitry. 





On the other hand, the fine coronets of 
some superb instruments still preserve their 
original dignity and richness. So do 
the Gothic pinnacles and scroll-work at 
Dortmund, at Perpignan, and at Strasbourg 
(which is very like the Dortmund ex- 
ample). The angels on the crest of the 
case at Hombleux are beautiful elements 
of a fine design. The glorious spire of 
tabernacle-work on the organ at Jutfras, in 
Holland, is exactly what it ought to be 
—at once appropriate, rich, and dignified. 
Suspended above the organ at Wesel, near 
Cologne, is a spacious sounding-board which 
goes well with the design. The plan of 
arranging some of the larger pipes of 
organs horizontally or radially was adopted 
in the Low Countries, as we have often 
noticed, with striking effect. Mr. Hill 
says something of the same kind is fre- 
quent in Spain, that land, as yet but half 
explored, of grandiose organ-cases. We 
should expect to find in the Peninsula a 
certain number of examples in the fine taste 
of Baldassare Peruzzi. His case at Sta. 
Maria della Scala, Siena, is a square frame, 
with an architrave, frieze, entablature, 
cornice, pilasters, and an arcaded front 
quite different from Ultramontane examples. 
Although we cannot agree with Mr. Hill 
in admiring without reserve the whole of 
the fine organ-case in the church at La Ferté 
Bernard, near Le Mans, it is indisputable 
that the cul-de-lampe, or balcony, suspended 
from the triforium of the church and below 
the organ proper, for the use of the player, is 
a capital feature. Constructed in 1501, it is 
older than the instrument to which it belongs, 
and it exhibits an arrangement architects 
might employ with considerable profit. The 
plan occurs at Strasbourg, and it was 
adopted with success by Sir Gilbert Scott 
at Ely. 

A certain number of small instruments 
not without artistic merit have escaped Mr. 
Hill’s notice. Among them is the dilapi- 
dated claviorganum which is in the chapel 
at Ightham Mote, Kent. It is inscribed 
“‘Lodowicus Threwes me fecit 1579.” It is 
wonderful that so few of these instruments 
—against which no cry of idolatry was ever 
raised—have survived. Students desiring 
to complete their studies must needs search 
countless Dutch pictures of the seventeenth 
century which represent such instruments. 








MR. K. HALSWELLE’S THAMES STUDIES. 


“Srx Years in a House-Boat on the Thames,” 
thecollectiveresult of which is before the visitor to 
Messrs. Agnew & Sons’ gallery in Old Bond Street, 
is a striking outcome of deep love for nature “‘ on 
the water,” and special skill acquired before the 
sun and moon during many years of strenuous 
work. Eighty-two examples, not one of which 
is without claims on our admiration, are 
exhibited at Messrs. Agnew's in a somewhat 
irregular manner. The absence of rigid ad- 
herence to chronology is, however, of no great 
consequence in this case. The subjects of the 
series are the variations of light, shadow, and 
other elements. For instance, the lustre of 
the ever-shifting mirror of the Thames is de- 
picted in the brilliant waters of A Summer Day 
(No. 3). Competent technical skill, a strong 
sense of the true motive of the view selected, 
and precious manliness of choice never devoid 
of sentiment, but free from sentimentality, have 
been exercised here. Few, a very few, of these 
pictures are mere reflections of nature ; some are 
apparently devoid of art, but the ordered treat- 





ment and exemplary care displayed show how 
well the painter knows his business. ‘The artist 
has achieved most success in such pictures as 
No. 8, The Kelpie at Day’s Lock, where white 
clouds extend across the canvas, and the scene 
has the charm of halcyon summer. More art. 
has been employed in No. 67, Wittenham. 
Clumps, which is a choice instance of composi- 
tion, and shows fine treatment of some of the 
most common elements of agricultural life. The 
whole is admirably composed, and deserved to 
be painted. It is remarkable for its happy 
disposition of masses and lines. We notice 
in Windsor (30) a beautiful opalescence and 
fine tone. In No. 24 we recognize exceptional 
beauty and force. The series of studies were 
all made in the most favourable circum- 
stances while floating on the Thames, by 
sounding weirs, on still shining pools, by rushy 
banks, by gigantic trees, by tiny hamlets or quaint 
villages. We recommend this collection to the 
lover of nature and all who care to study by 
means of true transcription. The loveliness of 
the Thames is here presented with force and 
skill, so that the effect of this gathering will 
shortly be seen in hordes of excursionists. From 
this point of view we shall be sorry; but 
Mr. Halswelle’s reputation will gain by this 
very attractive display. 





M. FRANCOIS LENORMANT. 

In Francois Lenormant, who died at Paris 
on Monday last, the world of learning has lost 
one of its most brilliant leaders. For breadth 
of view combined with extraordinary subtlety 
of intuition it may be doubted whether he had 
arival. There were few branches of archeology 
—perhaps no branch of Oriental archeeology—to 
which he did not contribute somewhat of im- 
portance; and whatever he wrote within the 
wide circuit of knowledge embraced in his plan 
of study was lighted up by the power of genius. 
No one among his contemporaries possessed to 
an equal degree the gift of seeing at a glance all 
the bearings of a new discovery ; no one could 
so illuminate the most profound investigations 
of scholarship with the clear flash of intuitive 
comprehension. He made the dry bones of 
antiquity live again in the creations of his 
indefatigable pen, where other scholars could 
only describe fossils. In none of his writings 
is this power so conspicuous as in his ‘ Origines 
del’ Histoire d’aprés le Bible,’ in which he treats 
the Biblical records and the ancient traditions 
of the East as though they were contemporary 
history, full of life and actuality. The orthodox 
have scarcely realized the services rendered by 
this brilliant scholar to their own views ; but 
his Biblical researches will undoubtedly rank 
among his best titles to fame. His essay on the 
propagation of the Phcenician alphabet, how- 
ever, and his ‘ Ancient History of the East,’ are 
his best known works, and deserve all their high 
reputation. In special subjects, his contributions 
to philology in determining, or rather divining, 
the aflinities of the Accadian must stand first ; 
but his numismatic generalizations in ‘La Mon- 
naie dans l’Antiquité’ and other books show 
the same wonderful grasp of the whole subject, 
and the same luminous exposition of it, which 
mark each of hisnumerous volumes. Whatever 
he touched he illuminated, and on whatever 
branch of research he entered he broke fresh 
ground. Among his most interesting publica- 
tions, of which we can only indicate a few, 
is ‘La Magie chez les Chaldéens’ ; and among 
his most valuable is his essay on the principles 
of comparison between the Accadian and the 
Turanian languages (1875). The son of a dis- 
tinguished archeologist, Frangois Lenormant 
was born at Paris in January, 1837, and had 
thus not yet completed his forty-seventh year. 
Those who remember his burly frame and 
sonorous voice can hardly realize that death 
has so early cut short his meteoric career. But 
it was in the cause of research that he con- 
tracted his fatal disease. He had always been 
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a devotee of exploration. At the age of twenty- 
three he was digging at Eleusis, and ever since, 
in the intervals of his work as sub-librarian of 
the Institute (1862-72), and subsequently as 
Professor of Archzol at the Bibliothéque 
Nationale (1874-83), "he had cultivated his 

ion for exploration. It was whilst carry- 
ing out his investigations in Calabria that he 
undermined the robust health which had en- 
dlured the fatigues of the Franco-German war 
with apparently no worse effects than a tem- 
porary wound. A career which began with the 
couronne of the Institute at the age of twenty 
has thus been brought to a premature end, after 
@ quarter of a century of unexampled scholarly 
activity. Lenormant’s place in learning is such 
that it cannot be filled ; the loss of his mar- 
vellous intuition in the highest and most crucial 
questions of philology and archeology is irre- 
parable. 








fine-Art Gossip. 

A vortralIt of the Queen, copied from a picture 
by Herr von Angeli—a standing figure dressed 
in black, with a lace veil, and both hands joined, 
holding a handkerchief—has been executed by 
an amateur under the Queen’s immediate super- 
vision, and will be placed in the National Por- 
trait Gallery. One of the special rules laid 
down by the Trustees at the foundation of the 
Gallery is that no portrait of any one living, 
excepting of the sovereign or his or her consort, 
shall be admitted. The full-length portrait of 
Prince Albert was not added to the Gallery until 
after his decease, when, by her Majesty’s com- 
mand, a replica was made of the last picture he 
ever sat for, by Winterhalter, for presentation. 
The rule has now received a practical illustra- 
tion, and it is to be hoped that the likeness and 
artistic qualities of the performance will prove 
worthy of the occasion. 


Mr. Woo.ner’s statue of the late Mr. Edwin 
W. Field, who was practically the inventor of 
the new Courts of Justice, has been placed 
against the pier dividing the opening to the 
balcony, at the north end of the central hall, 
which forms part of the North Corridor of 
Street’s building. It is of marble, rather more 
than life size, standing, and partly supported 
by a block of unhewn stone, over which have 
been cast a mass of plans which are supposed to 
be those of the Courts of Justice. The figure wears 
a modern costume, including a loose paletot, and 
is bare-headed. The right fore arm is raised 
and bent at the elbow, so that the first two 
fingers are pressed against and partly support 
the cheek, while the fixed eyes express the 
mental absorption of the subject. The left hand 
rests on the block, and, half unconsciously, helps 
to sustain while it steadies the figure. The 
likeness is complete, and the expression and 
attitude faithfully represent the man whom 
so many of us knew well. It is needless to say 
that the execution of the figure, although pecu- 
diarly difficult, is worthy of Mr. Woolner’s repu- 
tation.

ground of the picture, and (2) a denial of the 
genuineness of the letter of Raphael to Francia 
in the last chapter of the book, to which re- 
ference was made in the English edition. Further 
examination has led the authors to this con- 
clusion. 


Mr. Ricuarp Doy1e, best known to his 
friends as ‘‘ Dicky Doyle,” the most graceful 
and genial as well as the wittiest of our 
satirical designers, and since Cruikshank’s de- 
cease the most fanciful of our illustrators of 
fairyland, died of apoplexy, at four o’clock on 
Tuesday morning last, at his chambers, 7, Fin- 
borough Road, Fulham Road. On the previous 
evening Doyle had, according to his usual prac- 
tice, visited the Athenzeum Club, in the hall of 
which he was attacked by that disease which had 
long threatened his life. Born in London in 
1826, R. Doyle was one of the sons of ‘‘ H. B.,” 
or Mr. John Doyle, the much admired designer, 
who gave form and substance to popular notions 
of the renowned politicians of his day, and, like 
many of his fellow satirists, invented types of 
character which were not invariably faithful to 
the life. Mr. R. Doyle was, we believe, a pupil 
in ‘‘Sass’s” school of art and the Royal Aca- 
demy. A much better and more learned draughts- 
man than his father, who never got beyond the 
rudiments, R. Doyle drew with great care, deli- 
cacy, skill, and neatness thousands of animated 
little figures, and combined them with rare tact 
and infinity of resource, grace, and fun. He was 
one of the founder-illustrators of Punch, the still 
current design on the coverof which was invented 
by him. His sketches of the ‘ Manners and Cus- 
toms of y® English’ in Punch, and ‘ Bird’s-Eye 
Views of Society’ in the Cornhill Magazine, and 
other series of similar character, will preserve 
Doyle's name and illustrate the modes of life and 
manners of London men and women of his time 
with extraordinary felicity and fidelity. Many 
portraits, distinguished by witty exaggerations 
of personal characteristics, are recognizable in 
them. About 1850 Doyle’s association with 
Punch came to a somewhat abrupt end, on 
account of the frequency with which our con- 
temporary then ridiculed the Pope and Doyle’s 
co-religionists, the Roman Catholics. Doyle, 
it is understood, accepted a pension from the 
journal he had served so well, and thenceforth 
contributed to no other periodical of the kind. 
Since that time he produced innumerable illus- 
trations to books, including ‘The Newcomes,’ 
‘ Jar of Honey from Mount Hybla,’ and ‘ King 
of the Golden River,’ by Thackeray, Leigh 
Hunt, and Mr. Ruskin respectively. ‘ Fairy 
Tales,’ ‘ Jack the Giant-Killer,’ and ‘The Con- 
tinental Tour of Messrs. Brown, Jones, and 
Robinson,’ a body of designs which included 
incidents of the artist’s own travels, were succes- 
sively published. A man of society, widely dis- 
tinguished in fashionable, literary, and artistic 
circles, Doyle was always and everywhere gladly 
welcomed. His water-colour pictures of fairy- 
lore, contributed to the Grosvenor Exhibition, 
are well known and universally enjoyed.

CrYSTAL PALACE.—Saturday Concerts. 

Sr Jamss’s HALL.—M. de Pachmann’s Pianoforte Recital, 
Mr. Willing’s Choir. 

PrRINCE’s HALL.—Madame Rémaury’s Recital. 

Mr. Manns having departed to the North 
to commence his duties as conductor of the 
Glasgow orchestral and choral concerts, the 
Crystal Palace Concert last Saturday was 
directed by Mr. Villiers Stanford, who ac- 
quitted himself remarkably well in a some- 
what trying position. In place of a symphony 
Mr. Stanford’s Serenade in ¢ was performed 
for the first time. It is surprising that the 
work was not sooner brought to a hearing 
at Sydenham, as its success at the Birming- 
ham Festival last year was unequivocal, 
and its reception at a Richter Concert shortly 
afterwards even more enthusiastic. Further 
hearing more than confirms the highly 
favourable opinion we formed of the sere- 
nade at the outset, and it must certainly be 
placed among the happiest efforts of its 
talented composer. The freshness and 
spontaneity of the music are very charming, 
and are especially welcome in these days of 
laboured and complex musical utterances. 
Mr. Stanford’s work was very warmly re- 
ceived, and the zntermezzo would have been 
gladly heard a second time, but the con- 
ductor wisely declined the compliment. 
Madame Montigny-Rémaury was heard to 

eat advantage in Beethoven’s Pianoforte 
tesa in c minor, her clear, incisive touch 
and sound, vigorous style of execution being 
well fitted to the work. In the first move- 
ment she infroduced a cleverly written and 
not by any means extravagant cadenza by 
Rubinstein. The item of greatest interest 
was a selection from the incidental music 
composed by Mr. Hubert Parry for the 
recent performances of Aristophanes’s 
‘Birds’ at Cambridge. Three movements 
were given, but unfortunately they were 
placed at the end of the programme, and we 
are unable on this occasion to confirm the 
favourable opinion conceived of the music 
by our Cambridge correspondent. Novelties 
should never be left to the end of a Crystal 
Palace Concert, when the audience is weary, 
and when those having engagements in 
town have already left the room. The 


vocalists on Saturday were Signor Foli and 


Miss Alexanfra Ehrenberg, the latter 4 
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promising student at the Royal Academy of 
Music. Miss Ehrenberg’s mezzo-soprano 
yoice is not very powerful, but it is of 
pleasant quality, and already shows the 
results of excellent training. She introduced 
a tastefully written if somewhat trivial song, 
‘Night and Love,’ by Mr. G. J. Bennett. 

The first pianoforte recital of M. de Pach- 
mann derived more importance than perhaps 
was its due from the fact that the present 
autumn season has been unprecedentedly dull. 
The Austro-Russian — is exceedingly 
popular, but his rendering of the various 
pieces in his programme last Monday after- 
noon served to prove in a somewhat painful 
manner the narrow limits in which his 
powers find exercise. In order to dispose 
as quickly as possible of the unpleasant 
side of the subject, let us say that M. de 
Pachmann’s worst performance was that 
of Schumann’s ‘Carnival.’ Not only was 
his reading of this work eccentric to an 
extraordinary degree, but it was persistently 
inaccurate in a technical sense, while the 
wilful alterations of the composer’s text were 
altogether without justification. Judged by 
this effort alone the player would be un- 
worthy of serious criticism, but he speedily 
restored his reputation by his exquisitely 
finished rendering of Rubinstein’s Barcarolle 
in G, and pieces by Brahms, Henselt, and 
Chopin. A nocturne by a composer named 
Leideritz proved to be a formless sketch in 
the manner of an improvisation and without 
any distinctive character. To musicians the 
most interesting item in the programme was 
a Sonata in c by Emmanuel Bach ; but those 
unacquainted with the original work should 
have been informed in the programme that 
the version played was that of Herr Hans 
_ Biilow, in whose edition it ranks as 

o. 4. 

Notwithstanding the public indifference 
shown last season towards Mr. Willing’s 
choir, the undertaking is being continued 
with an increased amount of spirit. This is 
satisfactory, and it is to be hoped that success 
will eventually crown the efforts of the young 
society. With every desire to encourage an 
enterprise having a sphere of usefulness 
before it, we were compelled to speak ad- 
versely of Mr. Willing as a conductor, and 
there was the less need for hesitation in 
so doing as the faults to which we alluded 
were easily curable. Let us hasten to say 
that a very marked improvement was mani- 
fest at the performance of ‘ King David’ on 
Tuesday, not only in Mr. Willing’s mode of 
directing his forces, but in the efforts of all 
concerned. The choir has been strengthened 
in numbers, and the manner in which the 
choruses were interpreted showed that the 
preparation of the work had been thorough 
and conscientious. The tone of the sopranos 
is not as pure as could be wished, and 
something remains to be accomplished in 
the observance of the nuances and in expres- 
sion generally; but there is plenty of good 
material in the choir, and if the work 
done on Tuesday fell short of perfection, it 
showed that perfection is within its reach. 
With the exception of Miss Anna Williams 
the soloists were different from those who 
have been previously associated with Sir 
George Macfarren’s oratorio. Miss Hilda 
Wilson sang the contralto music with re- 
finement and intelligence, her only defect 
being a lack of declamatory power in the 





recitatives. A better substitute for Mr. 
Vernon Rigby than Mr. W. Shakespeare could 
not have been desired. His rendering of 
the tenor airs was an artistic treat, the 
deficiency of voice power being more than 
atoned for by his admirable phrasing and 
expression. Mr. F. King had a somewhat 
ungrateful task in following Mr. Santley in 
the music of the principal character, but he 
acquitted himself well, wisely making no 
attempt to imitate the special effects made 
by his predecessor in certain points in the 
oratorio. The arrangements for the remain- 
ing concerts of the season are in all respects 
satisfactory. On January 15th Mendels- 
sohn’s ‘ Walpurgis Night’ and a miscel- 
laneous selection will be given; on March 
25th, ‘Elijah’; on April 22nd, a new cantata, 
: Parizadeh,’ by Mr. Wilfred Bendall, and 
Mr. Cellier’s setting of Gray’s ‘ Elegy,’ for 
the first time in London; and on February 
26th an extra concert in aid of a charitable 
object, when a portion of Handel’s ‘La 
Resurrezione,’ the 57th Psalm, by Mr. E. H. 
Thorne, and Mendelssohn’s ‘ Athalie’ will 
be performed. 

ithout showing phenomenal ability in 
any particular school of pianoforte playing, 
Madame Montigny-Rémaury generally satis- 
fies reasonable expectation in whatever she 
attempts. This was the case on Wednesday 
afternoon at her recital, although it cannot 
be said that her programme contained any 
features of special interest. The only work 
of importance was Beethoven’s Sonata in 
Dp minor, Op. 31, No. 2, which received a 
broad and energetic interpretation. The 
only novelty was a trifle by a composer 
named Francis Thomé, entitled a ‘ Passa- 
caille,’ though in style it more nearly re- 
sembled a gavotte. Madame Rémaury be- 
wildered her audience by omitting sundry 
items in her scheme by Chopin, Liszt, and 
Thalberg, and substituting others by Schu- 
mann, Mendelssohn, Rubinstein, and other 
composers. The printed programme was, 
therefore, entirely misleading, but as the 
pieces actually given were, on the whole, 
superior to those announced, the pianist 
may be pardoned, though the precedent she 
set is not one to be highly recommended. 
In all other respects the recital was an 
artistic success.

Concert included Mozart’s Quintet in @ minor, 
Beethoven’s Serenade Trio in D, three of Heller 
and Ernst’s ‘ Pensées Fugitives’ for piano and 
violin, and piano pieces by Brahms. Miss Zim- 
mermann was the pianist, and Miss Thudichum 
the vocalist. On Monday the concerted works 
were Brahms’s Sextet in G, Op.

Tnx scheme of the new drama of ‘ Clau- 
dian,’ produced at the Princess’s Theatre, is 
better than the execution. Without being 
wholly original, the leading idea is bold and 
dramatic. Fables concerning men who have 
obtained the most coveted gifts of life, only 
to find their possession joyless, are not un- 
common. The story that in idea most 
closely approximates to ‘Claudian’ is that 
of Godwin’s novel of ‘ St. Leon,’ the hero of 
which becomes, like Claudian, the owner 
of boundless wealth and of eternal youth; is, 
like him, persecuted by those he seeks to 
benefit ; and seeks, also like him, to get rid 
of the splendid gifts which develope into a 
curse. The difference between the story of 
the novel and that of the play is wide enough 
to entitle the latter to rank as original. Its 
opening scenes are strong. The contrast 
between the fierce and lawless noble, scorn- 
ful, selfish, and sanguinary in the prose- 
cution of his lusts, and the man sobered by 
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responsibility in the following action is 
equally novel and striking. By violating | 
a sanctuary, by slaying a hermit who | 
endeavours to protect a fugitive, and by | 
laying forcible hands on a slave who is the 

bride of another, Claudian incurs the ven- 

geance of Deity. The punishment inflicted | 
on him takes the shape of granting the | 
wish he frames for perpetual youth. With | 
this grant is, however, coupled the con- 
dition that his sympathy and his love | 
shall be fatal to those on whom they light. | 
At the moment even when the transtiguring 
glow of immortality circulates in his veins 
he sees the woman he loves and has pursued 
fall lifeless at his feet. This portion of the 
play is vigorously conceived and fairly 
wrought. A hundred years elapse and the 
fatal gift has had time to eat into his heart. 
Readers of Balzac’s immortal ‘Peau de 
Chagrin’ remember how the hero of that 
strange study—possessed of a talisman that 
gratifies his every wish, but diminishes in 
proportion to the importance of the request, 
and in so doing abridges correspondingly 
the life of the owner—shuts himself ulti- 
mately from light and temptation for 
fear lest a hastily formed and unconscious 
wish should further abridge the lessening 
span of his days. A process which, though 
opposite in one respect, is corresponding in 
another, operates in the mind of Claudian, 
who is compelled to steel his heart against 
every access of pity and every approach of 
love. He stands lonely and powerless to 
help in the midst of his splendid posses- | 
sions. Love comes at length and forces | 
an entry through every bolt and ward. It | 
brings with it, too, relief in the shape of 

death. Blindness is the punishment in- 

flicted by relenting destiny on the girl who 

is the first victim of the experiment. An 

earthquake separating the lovers fulfils a 

condition of the curse, and places within 

reach of Claudian the power, by sacrificing 

himself for another, to win the right to die.

sympathy, and it becomes tame and al- 
most dull. The monotony of gloom of 
the one figure which stalks through the 
whole action succeeding the prologue is 
depressing. At the risk, too, of sacrificing 
a portion of the lesson, it is expedient to 
make the heroine in love with the hero and 
not moved towards him by a magieal pos- 
session. She should at least share his fate. 
For the young blacksmith whom ultimately 
she espouses no one cares a jot. Entire 
sympathy is claimed for Claudian, and such 
measure of it as is denied him is at least 
refused to any other. Many other reasons 
might be advanced why the work fails to 
stir the pulse. As a spectacle it is beautiful. 
Many of the scenes are unexampled in 
their way, and so thorough is the training 
of the subordinates that the effect of the 
pictures is delightful. Nothing that can 
secure a success has, in fact, been spared, 
and the spectacle is remarkable. Little 
opportunity for the display of individual 
capacity in the actors is afforded. Mr. 
Wilson Barrett shows patiently and well 
the various aspects of Claudian, but his 
delivery is monotonous, and an inspiration 
more powerful than he possesses is necessary 
to endow the character with heroic dignity 
and fatefulness. Miss Eastlake meanwhile, 
though she has a certain measure of pathos, 








has succeeded in ruining her style. Once 
one of the most graceful actresses on the 
stage, she now lolls and flops and grimaces 
in a manner that seems copied from the 
extravagances of the school of so-called 
sesthetes.
